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WILLIAM SHAKESPEARE. 
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Letters of Field-Marshal Count Helmuth von 
Moltke to his Mother and his Brothers.

Tue letters written by a great man to his 

own family are usually interesting, as they 

nearly always afford an insight into his 
character, and the letters of the illustrious 

German strategist are no exception to the 

ordinary rule. Indeed, they are especially 

valuable owing to his strong family affection 
and the innate modesty of the man, which 
caused him in general society to be con- 
sidered as reserved, dry, and quite absorbed 
in his official duties. The letters show that 
he was anything but cold, that to those 
whom he loved he was the reverse of re- 
served, and that he took a deep interest in 
many things besides the art of war. His 
correspondence with his mother, brothers, 
and sisters is lengthy, fluent, and frank ; 
in it he pours out his whole heart and 
mind, yet evinces an interest in every trifle 
which concerns those whom he loves. Still, 
these letters are never frivolous, never care- 
lessly written, and the thoughtful obser- 
vations which he makes are relieved by 
light touches of wit and humour. In short, 
most of his letters are delightful, both in 
substance and style, and we therefore re- 
gret all the more that the editors and trans- 
lators should have been so incompetent for 
their self-imposed task. As translators they 
have certainly improved on their work in 
connexion with Von Moltke’s history of the 
Franco-German war; still there are many 
mperfections. Thus in giving the English 
equivalents of German weights and 
measures they are almost invariably in- 
correct. For example, Von Moltke is made 
to say that the Prussian field-guns at the 
siege of Paris were only four-pounders. 
Again, we find half a German mile set 
down as equal to two and one-third English 
miles; and similar miscalculations are not 
unfrequent. But it is the editors and pub- 
lishers who are most deserving of censure. 
In the book before us letter after letter 
18 filled with observations on the incom- 
prehensible Sleswick- Holstein question, 
Which is one that twenty-seven years 
ago Englishmen found a weariness to the 


recollection. It was natural that Von Moltke, 
with his previous experience of the Danish 
army and having relations in the Danish 
service, should be much occupied with the 
matter, which, however, he regarded from 
a purely German standpoint; but the Eng- 
lish reading public take as much interest 
in it as in an old Byzantine intrigue. The 
editors have sinned as much by omission as 
by commission. Not the least interesting 
of Von Moltke’s letters to his family must 
be those written when engaged in the 
operations in Syria, in the Austro-Prussian 
and in the Franco-German wars. He no 
doubt also wrote to his brothers about 
the capitulation of Napoleon at Sedan, and 





of the assumption by King William of 
Prussia of the Imperial crown at Versailles. 
With great disappointment we found that, 
with the exception of a few somewhat 
uninteresting letters from Ferri¢res and 
Versailles in 1870-71, there is quite a blank 
in connexion with these subjects. 

Von Moltke was essentially an aristocrat 
and a lover of order. Hence in many 
of his letters we find the utmost scorn ex- 
pressed for political adventurers, pro- 
fessional politicians, and theorizing dema- 
gogues. In 1830 he speaks of Lafayette as 
“‘le premier radoteur de France.” Of the 
German Radicals of 1848 he speaks with a 
contempt so lofty that he evidently considers 
the subject unworthy of discussion, only 
lamenting the weakness of the Prussian 
Government. In 1853, referring to Louis 
Napoleon, he says, ‘‘His empire assumes 
more and more of the character of a magnifi- 
cent swindle. The French must soon weary 
of this adventurer, who will find it harder 
to remain than to become Emperor.” 

In March, 1871, in a letter to one of his 
brothers, occurs the following outspoken 
opinion of Thiers, then face to face with the 
Commune :— 

‘* But that little chattering Thiers still thinks 
that by proclamations and phrases, and without 
shedding of blood, he can reform those ruftians 
who have declared the Assemblée Nationale to 
be dissolved, have impeached its meinbers, and 
threaten shortly to drive them out of Versailles. 
The man’s vanity will not permit him to transfer 
the power which he does not know how to use 
into the hands of a capable general, without 
which there is no depending on the troops. 
Thus it is when dilettanti come into power.” 


The simplicity of his character is exem- 
plified by the unaffected way in which he 
writes to his mother about his expenses, his 
wardrobe, the cost of his horses, &c. Few men 
have had such a struggle with poverty as 
had the future field-marshal. He speaks in 
one place of possessing only three shirts, 
and, with the exception of one or two special 
occasions when he received from his mother 
a loan of eight or ten pounds, he had 
nothing but his pay. His great object was 
to get out of debt, which he soon did, 
and, once out of debt, he seems to have 
been perpetually making money presents 
to his family. Yet he was not a man who 
despised the comforts and elegances of life. 
He appreciated good living, and was cer- 
tainly not averse to society, while of the 
opera and theatre he was extremely fond. 
If genius be an exceptional faculty for 
taking pains, then Helmuth von Moltke was 
undoubtedly a genius, for in addition to 


to middle age constantly employed in writ- 
ing pamphlets and newspaper articles. He 
also on one occasion wrote a novel, but his 
greatest feat was the translation for a pub- 
lisher of more than half of Gibbon’s ‘ Decline 
and Fall of the Roman Empire.’ For these 
literary labours he was extremely badly 
paid. The world at large little knew that 
there was an emotional and artistic side to 
the character of this quiet, reserved officer. 
He was, however, passionately fond of the 
beauties of nature, never wearying of ex- 
cursions in search of fine scenery or of 
writing to his family descriptions of it. He 
was a lover of the literature not only of his 
own land, but of foreign countries, and was 
a great reader of the best English works of 
fiction. 

Romance and Von Moltke must have 
seemed incompatible to those who only 
knew him slightly, yet he was romantically 
attached to his English wife. Writing of 
her eight years after their marriage, in the 
gloomy year 13848, when at Magdeburg he 
was surrounded by cholera, he thus speaks 
of her to his brother Adolf :— 

‘* Marie is as well and cheerful as ever, thank 
God. It is really a wonder, with no house to 
attend to—for we are still living at an inn— 
alone almost all day ; surrounded by scenes of 
gloom and threatening rumours, she is always 
equally gay and calm. When I come in, how- 
ever tired and worried I may be, I find a happy 
face to greet me. God bless her for it.” 

Few of those who saw of late years the 
lean, dry face of the old warrior would have 
imagined that in his youth he could have 
indulged in playful humour, or, indeed, 
that he possessed any sense of humour at 
all. This view of his character would have 
been thoroughly wrong. All his life he 
was genial in his correspondence with his 
family. When twenty-seven years of age he 
writes to one of his sisters :— 

‘*My health is wonderful. I often lie un- 
conscious for eight or ten hours—at night ; I 
have no appetite after meals ; towards evening 
such convulsive yawning and stretching, and all 
day utter sleeplessness, and restlessness in all 
my body,-—I only hope you do not suffer so.” 
Nine years later, writing from Constanti- 
nople, he describes the Turks in a single 
short sentence :— 

‘¢ This is the land of lazy ease, a whole nation 
in slippers.” 

In 1849 he says of the strained relations 
between Prussia and Austria :— 

‘* T cannot quite believe in a war with Austria. 
It would be like two rivals firing at one another 
in a powder magazine.” 

We could go on for long giving illustra- 
tions of his merits and many-sidedness, but 
we have already exceeded the due limits 
of space. Moltke resembled the Duke of 
Wellington in sagacity, straightforward- 
ness, simplicity, sense of duty, and innate 
nobleness of character: he was inferior to 
the Duke in chivalry towards his foes, but he 
possessed more versatility and more general 
culture, while he surpassed the Duke in 
the domestic virtues. Helmuth von Moltke 
was, indeed, a man of whom not only Ger- 
many, but the profession of arms, may well 
be proud. 
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Adventure Series—A Master Mariner : being 
the Life and Adventures of Captain Robert 
William Eastwick. Edited by Herbert 
Compton. (Fisher Unwin.) 


Tue latest addition to the ‘ Adventure 
Series” will rank among the best of the 
volumes both by its intrinsic merit and 
by its novelty. It teems with exciting ad- 
venture, it is truthful, and it has not been 
published before — qualities of which the 
last two, at any rate, have been markedly 
absent from some volumes of the series; 
and when once fiction is admitted, it is 
difficult to draw the line on this side of the 
travels of Baron Munchausen. But Capt. 
Eastwick was a real man, known by sight to 
thousands less than thirty years ago, when 
in extreme old age he walked daily in 
the neighbourhood of Brompton. When 
over sixty he became blind, and amused or 
occupied himself by dictating his reminis- 
cences in the form of an autobiography. 
The MS., which was written about 1836, 
was afterwards lost sight of and completely 
forgotten, till it was found by the present 
editor, Capt. Eastwick’s grandson, in sort- 
ing the papers which came into his pos- 
session on the death of his last surviving 
uncle. 





There seems no reason to doubt that ; 


the work is literally what it claims to be, | 


with—as Mr. Compton tells us—passages of 
purely domestic or family interest omitted ; 
and this being the case, we frankly accept 
it as true, allowing, of course, for the lapses 
of memory or the blunders of ignorance: 
lapses of memory, when the narriitor is 
speaking of events which happened thirty 
or forty years previously; blunders of 
ignorance, when speaking of things outside 
his personal experience, which he knew of 
only by hearsay. 

His story of the escape of the Endeavour 


from two Dutch brigs of war must have | 


been graven deep into his memory, and 
we have no doubt that it is perfectly 
true; and it is a very pretty story. The 
Endeavour had been getting a cargo of 
pepper along the coast of Sumatra, when 


she was suddenly blown out to sea, leaving | 


half her crew on shore, and having her 
sails blown away by the fury of the storm. 
As soon as the gale moderated, she was 
sighted and chased by the two Dutchmen. 
The captain’s wife was on board with him, 
and anxiety for her was added to that which 
he felt for his cargo and his ship. The 
men were sent aloft to bend new sails; but 
with the officers and half the crew wanting, 
the work was both difficult and slow. Yet 
every man in the ship was aloft except the 
captain, who was at the wheel. And the 
Dutch brigs were coming up fast; they got 
within range and began to fire :— 

‘**T called to my wife to go below, but she 
refused to doso. Then, as another shot came 
closer to us than any previous one, I shouted 
out to my crew up aloft to redouble their exer- 
tions, but they, unable to cope with the work 
in hand, answered that they wanted help. 
There was only myself left who could aid them, 
but I dared not leave the wheel, for we were 
sailing close to the wind, and any deviation 
from our course might throw our sails all aback, 
and be our ruin. My wife perceived my 
extremity. During the voyage from Calcutta 
to Bencoolen she had three or four times 
amused herself by taking a short trick at the 
wheel. This gave her confidence for the occasion, 
and without a moment’s hesitation she ran to 








' my side. ‘Give me the wheel, Robert,’ she 


cried, ‘and you go and help. I will do my best 
to keep her head up.’ There was no time to 
remonstrate, and, indeed, her assistance came 
like aid from Heaven above. With a blessing 
for her pluck, I handed the helm over to her 
and darted up the shrouds. As soon as the 
crew saw what had occurred, the noble example 
seemed to animate them with a new vigour, and 
they gave vent to a lusty cheer; and when I 
joined them and was able to assist as well as to 
direct, we managed, with our united efforts, 
to complete the bending on of the foresail. The 
shots from the bow chasers of the Dutchmen 
were coming fast and thick now, but hope was 
in our hearts. Sail by sail, we got a splendid 
spread of canvas on the Endeavour, and as 
each fresh one began to draw, we first held our 
own and then gradually left our enemy behind ; 
and when, after an hour’s hard exertion, I 
returned to deck, we were practically out of 
danger.” 


On another voyage the Endeavour was 
less fortunate, and on the night of Feb- 
ruary 28th, 1799, she was captured by the 
French frigate Forte. The Mornington, in 
company with her, was captured at the 
same time; but the flashes of the Forte’s 
guns brought down the English frigate 
Sybille, which the French captain, Beaulieu, 
persisted in believing to be another mer- 
chant ship offering herself as a prize, until 
he was rudely awakened from his pleasant 
dream by the Sybille’s broadside crashing 
into the Forte’s stern. Eastwick and his 
companions were sent below and locked in 
the gun-room, where they passed a very 
disagreeable and dangerous two hours; for 
the Sybille’s shot raked the Forte through 
and through, and some thirty of them swept 
the gun-room. It was very trying to the 
nerves, and the captain of the Mornington, 
swearing that ‘it required more courage 
than he possessed to sit still and be shot at 
like a rat in a hole,” managed to squeeze 
himself through a narrow opening which 
had been made by ashot. Mr. Mackerel, 
a passenger, attempted to follow. 


‘¢ Unfortunately, he was a very fat man, and 
got fairly wedged when half-way through, so 
that he called out violently to be hauled back. 
This was no easy matter, and was accomplished 
with difficulty Critical as our situation was, 
I could not refrain from laughing aloud, when 
in my endeavours to pull him back by the legs, 
his pantaloons first began to peel off, and when 
I transferred my grip to his feet, one of his 
boots gave way in my hand and sent me 
sprawling backwards Mackerel then 
very soberly laid himself down flat on the floor, 
observing with a groan that it was safer than 
standing ; and as this seemed sensible, and I 
did not like to desert him, I followed his ex- 
ample, jestingly thanking him for the extra 
protection his ample person afforded me—a joke 
he was in far too much consternation to relish.” 


All this is very well told, and, so far as 
the public part of the story goes, is quite 


, correct; so also, no doubt, is the private 


part. The narrator, however, makes one 
very curious blunder, and emphasizes it by 
a second. The Forte, he says, was com- 
manded by Admiral Sercey ; he describes 
an interview which he and his companions 
had with the admiral, who promised to 
release them the following morning; and 
afterwards he tells how ‘the admiral was 


| killed early in the action.” But, in fact, 
| the admiral was not on board the Forte, 


and so far from being killed, he wrote to 
the Minister of the French Navy in the

following June that he had intended to 
move Capt. Beaulieu from the command of 
the Forte, as his age and the hardships he 
had undergone had affected his faculties 
Eastwick was ignorant of French, and 
may easily have misunderstood; but it 
is strange to find the same errors in 
paragraph which Mr. Compton quotes 
from the Times of August 38rd, 1799 
Another error made by both Capt. East- 
wick and the 7Zimes is the statement that 
the captain of the Sybille was a son of 
Capt. Cook, the distinguished navigator ; 
he was, in fact, no relation. But one part 
of the narrative, as to the condition of the 
Forte, incredible as it seems, is to some 
extent corroborated by a passage in Sercey’s 
letter just referred to: ‘“J’ai appris que 
le plus grand désordre regnait sur cette 
frégate.” What Capt. Eastwick says is :— 

‘* As for the discipline of the ship, it was very 
slack. It was not at all unusual to see one of 
the foremast men, with his beef in his hands, 
eating it while walking the quarterdeck, and 
claiming an equal right to do it with the com- 
inanding officer, thus, I suppose, demonstrating 
the claims of liberty, equality and brotherhood. 
Nor was any scruple made of playing cards on 
the quarterdeck. The lieutenants generally 
came on deck with only trousers and an open 
shirt, often a check one, so that it was almost 
impossible to distinguish them.” 


But in this he wrote as he was told, pro- 
bably by other and earlier prisoners ; for he 
himself was on board only a couple of hours 
before the action with the Sybille began. 

Another of Capt. Eastwick’s historical ex- 
periences gives us an equally satisfactory 
measure of his credibility. On the news of 
the capture of Buenos Ayres in the summer 
of 1806, he, in partnership with a Mr. Hol- 
loway, had gone out there hoping to fore- 
stall the market. Unfortunately for the 
little firm, Buenos Ayres had been retaken 
before they arrived, and nothing was to be 
done except wait the course of events. East- 
wick was thus a witness of the capture of 
Monte Video, and of the disgraceful failure 
at Buenos Ayres, which he rightly attributes 
to “the folly and incapacity of a pre- 
sumptuous general.” ‘Of all the defeats 
we have ever sustained,” he says, ‘‘ this was, 
I think, the most ignoble. The feeling in 
Monte Video was so intense, that very strong 
and insulting expressions about General 
Whitelock, calling him both a coward and 
a traitor, were written upon the walls of the 
streets.” The disaster had caused the firm 
a large money loss, which, net unnaturally, 
embittered Eastwick’s recollections of the 
affair. He says :— 

‘*Mr. Holloway was the only merchant per- 
mitted to accompany the army, and had the city 
been captured, as it ought to have been, our 
fortunes would have been made. For, in the 
first place, he took with him twenty thousand 
dollars in gold, to purchase all the hides in 
Buenos Ayres, which we heard amounted to 
about two millions and the price ruling half 
dollar each. Being first inthe market we should 
have bought the whole of these in the Spanish 
way, by paying a deposit, and eventually resold 
them at one and one-and-a-half dollars each. In 
the second place, there were at Monte Video 
sixty-five ships, prizes of war......and these were 
offered by the prize master for 130,000 dollars, 
many of them strat only valued at the rate of 
firewood, and the best ships at merely nominal 
prices to obtain a sale. Mr. Holloway and I had 
joined another gentleman in this speculation, 
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— 
early completed arrangements for their 

a ree B the failure of the attack altered 

all our plans.” 

frentually the merchandise they had 

prought out had to be sold for whatever 

they could get, and a venture which had 

‘yen reasonable promise of a_ brilliant 
success brought nothing but disappointment 
and loss. 

Capt. Eastwick continued serving at sea 
with many remarkable adventures and 
reverses of fortune, sometimes up, some- 
times down, with perils of shipwreck and 
irates at sea, with perils of wild beasts 
and robbers by land, and with a collection 
of extraordinary acquaintances almost as 
large as that got together by the late Mr. 
Barnum. About 1825 he, being then fifty- 
three, retired with a modest competence, 
which he enjoyed in the society of his family 
for the next forty years. His grandson, 
who was still a little boy at the time of his 
death, speaks of him in terms of affectionate 
remembrance, and we, who only know him 
by this story of his active life, shall hence- 
forth esteem him as a bold sailor and a 


good man. 


My Three Years in Manipur. By Ethel St. 
Clair Grimwood. (Bentley & Son.) 


Iris fortunate for the future historian that 

the official record of the Manipur tragedy 

should have been followed so soon by Mrs. 

Grimwood’s circumstantial narrative, for a 

blind reliance on the parliamentary Blue- 

book might have led him to form a 

picture of very doubtful accuracy. As every- 

body knows, the Manipur revolt of March 
last was provoked by an ill-planned attempt 
to arrest the de facto rulers of the state, 
whose tenure of office had been practically 
acquiesced in for six months by the Supreme 
Government. The ostensible reason for this 
forcible measure was the dethronement of 
the ex-Maharajah, and, on the part of the 
Senaputti at least, a supposed ferocity of 
character undesirable in one so near to the 
throne. It was clear to a careful reader of 
the Blue-book that, while the Chief Com- 
missioner of Assam and the Government 
of India were opposed to recognizing the 
d facto rulers, the Resident on the spot, 
who had more knowledge of the facts, was 
in their favour. However, in accordance 
with the usual government etiquette, official 
position prevailed over official experience, 
and the arrest of the Jubraj or ex-Senaputti 
was determined on, with the terrible results 
already familiar to the world. Mrs. Grim- 
wood’s narrative of these events is unpre- 
tending, and essentially feminine in its 
chatty discourse about servants, native 
costumes, commissariat difficulties, and the 
usual discomforts of travel ; but at the same 
time the graver incidents are told simply 
and without prejudice. Its general value 
consists in the fact that it imparts light 
and shade to the outlines of the story as 
traced in Mr. Grimwood’s official despatches, 
and we fear that it will serve to confirm 

® growing conviction that the whole matter 
of March last was grievously mismanaged 
from beginning to end. 

The Senaputti, whose character was 
denounced in the House of Commons, is fre- 
Frently referred to in the pages of the book. 

@ was the only one of the princes who 








could speak Hindostani weil, and Mr. and 
Mrs. Grimwood knew him intimately. He 
was a magnificent rider and very strong :— 

‘*In fact, the Manipuris used to tell us that 
he was the strongest man in the country. He 
could lift very heavy weights and throw long 
distances, and to see him send the ball skimming 
half across the polo-ground with one hit was a 
very pretty sight. He could do strokes that 
few Manipuris knew, which is saying a great 
deal, for an average player at Manipur can beat 
most Englishmen.” 

The Tongal general, another prominent 
character in the mutiny, was a less pleasing 
figure :— 

‘*He was credited with more bloodshed than 

any man in the kingdom. If a village had mis- 
behaved itself, raided on another, or refused to 
pay revenue or do Lalup, the Tongal would 
travel out to that village and wipe it off the face 
of the earth. Men, women, and children were 
cut down without the slightest compunction ; 
every house and barn and shed was burnt, pigs 
and fowls destroyed, and ruin and devastation 
reigned where prosperity and plenty had held 
sway before. If he had his faults, he had his 
virtues. He was very enterprising, fond of 
building bridges and improving the roads about 
the capital.” 
Like the Senaputti, the old man was a keen 
soldier, and, though obstinate, would not 
go back from his word when once he had 
given it. 

The incidents of the rising in Sep- 
tember, 1890, which led to the deposition 
of the Maharajah Sur Chandra Singh, ap- 
pear to have been of a trumpery character, 
for though a few shots were fired into the 
palace by the adherents of the Senaputti, 
no one seems to have been hurt. Neverthe- 
less, the Maharajah was so terribly alarmed 
that he resolved to abandon his throne, and, 
in spite of Mr. Grimwood’s repeated argu- 
ments, persisted in putting his intentions in 
writing, and retired to Calcutta. But like 
many weak people he soon repented of his 
decision, and since his abdication has not 
scrupled to accuse Mr. Grimwood of unfair- 
ness—charges for which, we need hardly 
say, there is no foundation, and most of 
which are effectually disposed of by Mrs. 
Grimwood in the present book. 

The actual incidents resulting in the re- 
volt of the 24th of March are tolerably well 
known from the minute descriptions pub- 
lished in the newspapers at the time, but 
some new facts of interest appear in Mrs. 
Grimwood’s pages. 

The whole story is a sad tale at the best, 
though the narrative is lightened by the 
achievements of Lieut. (now Major) Grant, 
whose letters, reprinted from the 7?mes, form 
a welcome relief and conclusion to an episode 
over which those charged with the control of 
Indian native states will do well to ponder. 








Across England in a Dog-cart: from London to 
St. David’s and Back. By James John 
Hissey. (Bentley & Son.) 

Wuen the weather is fine and sunny in 

England there is no climate better fitted for 

travel, and to Englishmen with eyes to see 

and hearts to feel there is no land more 
lovely. The beauty is everywhere, and it is 
at the Londoner’s doors. If he cannot afford 
to imitate Mr. Hissey and drive a pair of 
horses in a dog-cart built like a pleasure 
yacht, with special regard to comfort, he 





can let the train carry him thirty or forty 


miles away, and then with a pedestrian’s 
independence he may wander amidst rural 
scenes as lovely as if they were hundreds 
of miles from the great city, and as beauti- 
ful as many a spot endeared to lovers of 
nature in Wales or in Devon. Every one 
who has explored the country that lies off the 
beaten tracks in Surrey and in Sussex will 
know how possible it is to find within hail 
of London a solitude undisturbed by any 
sound that is not rural, and a nature 
winning enough to allure the landscape 
painter and to satisfy the dreams of the 
poet. There is nothing in such a solitude 
to sadden the political economist, since the 
land, for the most part, does all of which it 
is capable; but Mr. Hissey, whose vocation 
it is to be cheerful, grieves, as he passes 
through an agricultural country, over land 
apparently going out of cultivation, and at 
the gradual disappearance of the sturdy 
yeomen who were once the backbone of 
England. When a farmer told him that he 
found the best paying thing was to take 
pupils, it struck Mr. Hissey ‘‘as a curious 
way of making a living by teaching an un- 
profitable trade.” Another sign of the times 
which Mr. Hissey deplores is the substitution 
for the good old-fashioned inn, where the 
guest was treated as a man, of the vast 
hotels in which he is simply regarded as a 
‘“‘number.” In this respect, however, he 
had little to complain of, as his road-journey 
brought him to many an inn of the old kind, 
where he and his wife found a friendly 
welcome with comfort and good fare to 
boot. Indeed, as he describes his quarters 
at Bicester, at Broadway (a village beloved 
by artists), at Brecon, at Llandovery, at 
Llandilo, and at many another hostel we 
are reminded that the kindly manners of 
former days have not yet died out in 
England and Wales. On leaving one of 
these old-fashioned inns ‘‘we felt,” Mr. 
Hissey writes, 

“that the inevitable bill was but an incident 
in our stay, and that we had received in the 
kindness and attention shown to us, together 
with the obvious anxiety to make our short stay 
a pleasant one, a something not included in the 
bill, a something that is not to be purchased by 
money.” 


Mr. Hissey and his companion started on 
their tour with the full resolution to enjoy 
everything, and the result was that during 
their wanderings they saw ‘‘only the bright 
side of life and the better part of human 
nature.” Their enjoyment was increased 
by a wise disregard of guide-books and by 
the resolution not to see, unless it pleased 
them to do so, the sights which every 
traveller is expected to see. In travelling, 
as Sir Arthur Helps says, it is the chance 
felicities in minor things which make a 
journey pleasant. Delight comes to the 
traveller chiefly when he is not seeking for 
it, and when, as in Mr. Hissey’s happy 
case, the only thing absolutely necessary to 
be done is to reach an inn at night. 

The author, it is needless to say, is not a 
Borrow or a Hawthorne, and has none of 
the consummate art by which a charm can be 
imparted to the most familiar objects. There 
is little that he says with which it is pos- 
sible to disagree, and little—if we except a 
few descriptive passages, which show what 
Scott possessed so largely, a fine eye for 
colour—that can be said to possess much 
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virtue beyond that of common sense. But 
good sense is not to be despised, and when 
Mr. Hissey comments on a subject that 
interests him, as, for example, on what is 
familiarly known as church restoration, his 
judgment is generally sound. 

One day the travellers found a man taking 
measurements of an old parish church, and 
too hastily took it for granted that he had 
been appointed to restore it. 

‘* «So you are going to restore the old church,’ 
we said. Never shall I forget the look the old 
gentleman gave us. ‘Restore the church!’ he 
exclaimed in a reproachful tone; then he 
straightened himself up and in a dignified voice 
asked us whom we took himfor. It was evident 
that we had blundered, so we meekly remarked 
that seeing him working at plans we presumed 
that he was making them for the purpose of 
restoring the building. At this he became 
quite wrathful. ‘Restore the church indeed !’ 
he replied. ‘Sir, I’m an archeologist! I’m 
simply making drawings of the porch for my 
society. Restore the sacred old pile! I would 
not have a single stone of it touched if I had my 
way. Good evening.’ And thereupon he turned 
away from us, both angered and disgusted that 
we should so have mistaken his purpose.” 


The harm a restorer may do is recorded on 
another page, where we read of a quantity 
of old brasses being covered over with 
cement upon which a new pavement of 
modern Minton tiles was laid. The present 
age, despite Mr. Ruskin, Schools of Art, and 
not a little talk about taste, has, it is to be 
feared, much ugliness to answer for; and it 
is to be regretted that the hideous placards 
that deform the walls of houses ind the 
railway bridges of London are to ve seen 
also occasionally in the most lovely of 
country haunts. As he drove westward 
Mr. Hissey’s sense of beauty was fre- 
quently offended by the advertisements 
stuck upon milestones, walls, and gates, 
and even upon the trees. This commercial 
spoiling of scenery, he says, is little short 
of scandalous, and he innocently hopes 
that after his remonstrance people who 
employ bill-stickers to disfigure the country 
will not doit any more. He admits, how- 
ever, that the chance of such persons 
opening his volume is remote, and the chance 
of their heeding his counsel remoter still. 
Gold, he says elsewhere, is the root of half 
the ugliness in the world; but Mr. Hissey is 
not to be depressed even by these arch enemies 
of rural loveliness, and so he descants on the 
exquisite beauty of our cloud-laden skies, 
and rejoices in the thought that the sky and 
the sea are beyond the power of man to 
spoil. 

The author has the good fortune to be an 
artist, and his numerous illustrations add 
considerably to the attractiveness of the 
letterpress. That he can also paint in words 
the following brief extract will prove :— 


“‘The bright blueness of the sky overhead, 
the green breadth of meadow-lands, the rich 
tints of the cornfields waving around us like 
golden seas in the soft west wind, the grey stone 
farmsteads and half-timbered cottages with their 
lichen-laden roofs, the purple-grey hills beyond 
—a deeper purple in their shadowy recesses— 
formed altogether a prospect full of colour and 
very restful to look upon. There seemed to be 
a spell of great peace over all the landscape that 
infused itself intous. It wasall so reposeful and 
beautiful—beautiful, but not exciting. There 
was an ample variety of scenery, yet not so 
varied or stimulating as to cause a sort of rest- 





less desire to see everything, simply a blending 
of purple hills and many-tinted woods, of fields 
and orchards, of happy homes of men, and 
scattered time-mellowed hamlets.” 

Mr. Hissey rarely has the art, which gives 
so great a charm to Mr. Jennings’s ‘ Field 
Paths and Green Lanes,’ of making his 
rustics talk, but now and then he has a 
good story to tell. One day, after entering 
a church “ undergoing a thorough process 
of restoration,” he kept his hat off upon 
leaving it, and loitered in the shade of the 
building :— 

‘‘ Whilst standing quietly there I overheard 
one of the workmen ask of another—for they 
could see me, though possibly they were un- 
aware that I could hear them—‘ Why do ’e keep 
’is ’at off like that out of doors, mate?’ The 
‘mate’ replied, ‘ ‘Cause he ’s a Quaker, o’ course; 
Quakers allus do in churchyards.’ Here was 
an opportunity not to be lost. ‘No,’ I ex- 
claimed aloud, ‘I’m not a Quaker, I’m an 
Episcopalian.’ There was a short awkward 
pause, then the first workman, who was evidently 
of an inquiring turn of mind, further asked of 
his fellow-mason, who appeared to be considered 
an authority, ‘ A E-piscos-pale one ’e says ’e is; 
wot’s that, Bill?’ ‘Oh,’ replied the learned 
Bill, not to be done, ‘that’s one of them fancy

foreign religions, sure ! 


Mr. Hissey, who rejoices in having been 
able to drive for forty-nine continuous 
miles out of sight of the ‘fussy loco- 
motive,’ praises with enthusiasm, as he 
well may, the lovely scenery of South 
Wales. It is far less known to tourists 
than the northern part of the Princi- 
pality, but has a beauty of its own that 
makes it fully as dear to lovers of nature. 
The ten miles along the vale of the Teifi 
from Cardigan to Newcastle-Emlyn are, 
the author says, ‘‘a dream of scenery, a 
Paradise Lost to the majority of worthy 
Britons, who know every country but their 
own. It was a drive to make one thankful 
for the loveliness of the land.’’ After wan- 
dering on wheels for years Mr. Hissey 
came to the conclusion that Solva, which is 
on the coast of Pembrokeshire, is the most 
romantic spot in Britain. Fishguard, too, 
on the same coast, for its quaint originality 
‘almost baffles description.’’ Goodwic, a 
fishing hamlet two miles away, bears a close 
resemblance to Clovelly—a spot never to be 
forgotten by those who have lived near it 
long enough to gain a full impression of 
its beauty ;. and St. David’s, the goal of 
his pilgrimage, possesses the singular charm 
of being a city of thatched cottages, with 
hedgerows in the main street, fowls and 
ducks more visible than inhabitants, and its 
cathedral hidden in a hollow. 

Mr. Hissey’s style is diffuse, and his 
remarks are frequently too obvious to be 
edifying ; but his large sense of enjoyment 
leaves a pleasant impression, and we close 
the volume with too friendly a feeling for 
the writer to enlarge upon defects that are 
comparatively of slight importance. 








The Wordsworth Dictionary. By J. R. Tutin. 
(Hull, Tutin.) 
Ir is much to be regretted that the Words- 
worth Society should have broken up before 
it had accomplished a concordance to the 
poet’s works, and it is anything but a dis- 
paragement of the Zransactions to say that 
such a performance would have doubled 
their value. To Mr. Tutin it has been left 





to compile this volume, which he modest]. 
but too aptly describes as “an apology “i 
a Wordsworth Concordance,” and in which, 
as he tells us, he has endeavoured to index 
every description of, or reference to, persons 
and places named in the poems; and, be. 
sides, all birds, trees, plants, and flowers 
described therein. To these indexes he hag 
added a collection of about three hundred 
‘‘ familiar quotations,” a “ List of the Best 
Poems,” and a cancelled version, hitherto un. 
printed, of the ‘Ode to Duty.’ All this sounds 
promising ; but it must be confessed at once 
and with deep regret, that while Mr. Tutin’s 
volume cannot but be useful as far ag it 
goes, it does not go very far, and a hand- 
book of this kind must receive but a grudg- 
ing welcome from those who fear its exist- 
ence may stand in the way of the production 
of a complete one. 

That this ‘ Wordsworth Dictionary’ on 
being tested, not by an ideal standard, but 
by its own profession, gives way at a touch 
in all departments, an instance or two from 
each will suffice to show. 

‘* Beaupuis (Genl.) ‘The Prelude,’ Book IX., 
ll. 139-161. 

‘¢__ € The Prelude,’ Book IX.., ll. 419-430.” 
At the first reference Wordsworth de- 
scribes, not Beaupuis, but Beaupuis’s foil, 
or typical opposite—the man who represents 
the brother officers who sent him to Coventry 
because he sympathized with the Revolution. 
The second reference is accurate, but not 
nearly comprehensive enough. It should 
have begun more than a hundred lines 
before, and ended only with the penultimate 
paragraph of the ‘‘ Book.” 

In the section of ‘‘ Places” there is no 
entry under “Skiddaw” for the well- 
known lines beginning, 

Beaumont ! it was thy wish that I should rear 

A seemly cottage in this sunny dell, 
and ending, 

Whether this boon be granted us or not, 

Old Skiddaw will look down upon the spot 

With pride, the Muses love it evermore. 
Wordsworth’s dealings with the places in 
and about the Quantocks are hardly chro- 
nicled at all, partly, no doubt, for want of 
local knowledge. But this cannot excuse 
the absence of Alfoxden from the index, 
seeing that the Fenwick notes are there to 
point the way. Wordsworth has told us 
that the undergrove of hollies within which 
he sat and listened to the ‘ Whirlblast 
from behind the hill” was the holly-grove 
of Alfoxden—the same which Coleridge 
described :— 

Within these circling hollies, woodbine-clad— 

Beneath this small blue roof of vernal sky— 

How warn, how still! 

Wordsworth tells us, too, that at the door 
of Alfoxden House stood the larch of the 
stanza :— 

It is the first mild day of March: 

Each minute sweeter than before ; 

The redbreast sings from the tall larch 

That stands beside our door. 
This stanza might well have appeared in 
four of Mr. Tutin’s sections: ‘‘ Places,” 
“Birds,” ‘Trees,’ and ‘‘ Familiar Quota- 
tions”; but it is absent from all of them. 
And surely a reference to Alfoxden was de- 
manded for the exquisite poem beginning, 

I heard a thousand blended notes, 

While in a grove I sate reclined, 

In that sweet mood when pleasant thoughts 

Bring sad thoughts to the mind— 








or 
he 
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a poem represented in the “ Familiar Quo- 
tations” only by the third and fourth lines 
of this stanza! And so on. 

“Birds” are no better treated than 
“Places.” Here is no trace of 

The stone-chat, and the glancing sandpiper, 


who with “straggling sheep” were the 
only visitants of the Stranger of the Yew- 
tree Seat; and yet what bird was ever better 
«described? than that sandpiper ? — not 
even the “‘ restless stone-chat”’ of the ‘Even- 
ing Walk,’ which is duly recorded, while 
the kite of the same poem is forgotten :— 

While near the midway cliff, the silvered kite 

In many a whistling circle wheels her flight. 

Mr. Tutin has caged half a dozen thrushes, 
but left not a few birds of all sorts in the 
bush—among others, the bird whose note 
roved ‘a note of enchantment” to ‘‘ Poor 
usan”’; the famous screech-owl, and the 
“warbler lost in light” of ‘The Waggoner’ ; 
and these, from ‘The Fountain ’:— 
The blackbird among leafy trees, 
The lark above the hill, 
Let loose their carols when they please, 
Are quiet when they will. 

The poet’s trees and plants and flowers 
are at least as incompletely catalogued. 
Even that ‘‘single beech tree”? which grew 
within the sacred fir grove is unchronicled ; 
“the bramble and the rose’’ celebrated 
“with a slate-pencil”’ trail neglected ; the 

tuft of wingéd seed 
That, from the Dandelion’s naked stalk, 
Mounted aloft, 


in ‘Vaudracour and Julia,’ mounts unno- 


ticed ; 
the plant which in our dale 
We call stag-horn, or fox’s tail, 


which trimmed the hats of the idle shepherd 
boys, has no place; the primroses which 
deck the first stanza of the first address to 
the Small Celandine are duly noted, but not 
its 

Pansies, lilies, kingcups, daisies, 
which have equal rights. 

Mr. Tutin justly takes credit for giving 
about three hundred “ familiar quotations ” 
against ‘‘ Bartlett’s” two hundred—but what 
are three hundred among so many? And 
yet there is a little redundancy, occupying 
_ greatly needed for such passages as 

8 :— 

She had a rustic, woodland air 
And she was wildly clad: 

Her eyes were fair, and very fair 
—Her beauty made me glad; 


though the first stanza of the poem is rightly 
given notwithstanding that it happens to 
have been the composition of Coleridge—a 
fact duly recorded. 
The great ‘Ode to Duty’ yields several 

passages, but why not this one ?— 

There are who ask not if thine eye 

Be on them; who, in love and truth, 

Where no misgiving is, rely 

Upon the genial sense of youth: 

Glad Hearts ! without reproach or blot, 

Who do thy work, and know it not, 
The two stanzas, ‘A slumber did my spirit 
seal,” have, unaccountably, been overlooked 
altogether; and of another of the poems 
written in Germany, ‘‘ Three years she grew 
m sun and shower,” nine lines only are 
quoted, which do not include the familiar 
stanza— 


The floating clouds their state shall lend 
To her ; for her the willow bend ; 





Nor shall she fail to see 

Even in the motions of the Storm 

Grace that shall mould the Maiden’s form 
By silent sympathy. 

A whole number of the Atheneum would 
not suffice for the setting forth of the 
omissions — passages and phrases which 
flash upon the inward eye and haunt the 
memory of every reader, much more of 
every student of Wordsworth—passages and 
phrases carefully indexed references to which 
are of the very essence of a collection such 
as this professes to be. It is hardly credible 
that any man—not to say any devoted and 
intelligent student of Wordsworth such as 
Mr. Tutin evidently is—could quote any- 
thing from ‘To the Cuckoo’ and quote 
only these two lines :— 

O Cuckoo! shall I call thee Bird, 

Or but a wandering Voice? 
that he should believe nothing but 

The Child is father of the Man 
‘‘ familiar” in the nine lines beginning, 

My heart leaps up when I behold 

A Rainbow in the sky; 

that in all the two thousand lines of ‘The 
White Doe of Rylstone’ he should remember 
only six, and those not specially remember- 
able, and forget those which describe how 

Beneath the arch with ivy bound, 


Comes gliding in with lovely gleam, 

Comes gliding in serene and slow, 

Soft and silent as a dream, 

A solitary Doe! 
and those— 

Where the enamoured sunny light 

Brightens her that was so bright; 

Now doth a delicate shadow fall, 

Falls upon her like a breath, 

From some lofty arch or wall, 

As she passes underneath ; 
and the toucher of the harp, 

A Spirit with his angelic wings, 

In soft and breeze-like visitings 
—the last a line which without book could 
never be recognized except as something of 
Coleridge’s. 

If the tantalizing deficiencies of Mr. 
Tutin’s well-meant enterprise have the effect 
of uniting a little band of Wordsworthians 
to the pious task of compiling a real Words- 
worth concordance, Mr. Tutin will not have 
laboured in vain. 








The Philippine Islands: a Historical, Geo- 
graphical, Ethnographical, Social, and Com- 
mercial Sketch of the Philippine Archipelago 
and its Political Dependencies. By John 
Foreman. With Map and Frontispiece. 
(Sampson Low & Co.) 

Or all the distant lands to which the 

traveller in search of the picturesque and 

of novel scenes directs his course, none so 
little deserves the neglect with which it is 

treated as the Philippine Archipelago. A 

beautiful country copiously endowed by 

nature, a lovely climate, a perpetual summer, 
with all the absolute requirements of life at 
hand, and beggary still almost unknown— 
nay, with hospitality freely extended to any 
one willing to partake of it—one would have 
thought that there could hardly be any- 
where a happier combination of outward 
attractions inviting the tourist. And yet how 
little are those islands visited, how few books 
worth reading have been written about this 
most primitive of colonial possessions! The 








reasons are not far to seek. But we must 
leave the reader of the remarkable work at 
the head of this notice to draw his own con 

clusions. The writer explored all parts of 
the archipelago (with very few exceptions) 
for nine years, mixing with all classes as 
one of themselves in language and religion, 
and he records his observations with tact, 
judgment, and sobriety. He has, therefore, 
every title to be heard with attention. If 
we should feel disposed to consider that on 
some points he has taken too lenient a view, 
we must make allowance for an author who 
would ‘‘be benevolent in his judgment of 
men and manners and guarded against mis- 
taking isolated cases for rules,” 

In his lively sketch of the history of 
the archipelago from Maghallanes down- 
wards, Mr. Foreman mainly follows Juan 
de la Conception and Ziiiga; but he also 
largely makes use of manuscript records 
to which he had access in various monas- 
teries. From the last-mentioned sources is 
derived his account of the eruptions of the 
Taal volcano in 1749 and 1754, and also 
much that is well worth perusal concerning 
the native character. The chapter dealing 
with this subject is altogether one of the 
best in the book; it abounds in traits, 
anecdotes, and acute observations. The 
Spaniards might, from the very commence- 
ment of their conquest, have done much to 
influence the character of the native races 
for good beyond teaching them the outward 
and visible signs of Christian belief. But 
the rule of the conquerors — “ divided 
between rapacity and soul-saving,” as the 
author forcibly describes it — resulted 
in a sterile conservatism which, by dis- 
couraging commerce and the development 
of the colony’s rich and varied resources, has 
till quite recent times proved the bane of 
the inhabitants. Even at the present day, 
after three hundred years of priestly-rule, the 
native understands extremely little of the 
inward and spiritual grace of religion. He 
is so devoid of all conception of things 
abstract that his ideas rarely, if ever, soar 
beyond the contemplation of the symbols 
of faith. The mere observance of religious 
rites is to him religion itself. No native 
Christian may, on pain of death, embrace 
any other form of religious doctrine. The 
author devotes a long chapter to the pre- 
ponderance of the friars, from which we 
quote the following passage :— 


‘‘The placid words of the ecclesiastic, and the 
superstitious veneration which he inspires in 
the ignorant native community, have a greater 
law-binding effect than the commands of the 
civil functionary. The gownsman uses those 
weapons appropriate to his office which best 
touch the sensibilities and win the affection of 
a rude audience. ‘The priest appeals to the soul 
—to the unknown—to the awful and the mys- 
terious. Go where you will, the convert’s ima- 
gination is so pervaded with the mystic tuition, 
that he comes to regard his tutor as a being 
above common humanity. In the State official 
the native sees nothing but a man who strives 
to bend the will of the conquered race to suit his 
own. A royal decree cr the sound of the cornet 
would not be half so effective as the elevation 
of the Holy Cross before the fanatical majority, 
who yet become an easy prey to fantastic pro- 
mises of eternal bliss, or the threats of ever- 
lasting perdition. Nor is this assertion by any 
means chimerical, for it has been proved on 
several occasions, notably in the attempt to 
raise troops to drive out the British in 1763, 
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and in the campaign against the Sultan of Sulu 
in 1876.” 

There is no need to touch here upon cases, 
unfortunately but too frequent, of individual 
delinquency among the friars, which have 
been so mercilessly exposed by the well- 
known Tagal physician, Dr. Rizal, in his 
novel ‘ Noli me Tangere,’ a sequel to which, 
weunderstand, will soon beforthcoming. But 
though in spite of all their shortcomings the 
power of the friars is still recognized by the 
Government authorities, they have them- 
selves to thank if they are gradually losing 
ground. Indeed, the time would seem to 
be fast disappearing when the clergy could 
subordinate the civil authority to theirs. It 
is admitted that natives are emerging yearly 
by hundreds from their mental obscurity, 
their mystic thraldom :— 

‘** Link by link the chain of priestcraft encom- 
passing the development of the colony is yield- 
ing to natural causes. The most enlightened 
natives themselves are beginning to understand 
that their spiritual wants are not the only care 
of the priests, and that the aim of the Church, 
through its satellites, is to monopolize all in the 
world worth having The Progressists, there- 
fore, who combat ecclesiastical preponderance 
in the Philippines, demand the retirement of 
the friars to conventual seclusion or missions, 
and the appointment of clérigos, or secular clergy- 
men belonging to no order or association, to the 
vicarages and curacies. By such a change, it is 
anticipated, abuses could be remedied, for a mis- 
understanding with a clérigo vicar would only 
provoke a single-handed encounter It is felt 


that a change in the present system of, semi- 
sacerdotal government is desirable to giv3 more 
vigorous scope to the budding intelligence of 


the minority, in the hope that the majority may 
ere long claim its benefits.” 

The civil government of the colony is like- 
wise open toevery kind ofimprovement. There 
are generally no funds available for road- 
making, bridge-building, and other public 
purposes. But when we hear of large 
peculations by the Government employés 
from the highest circles downwards, and of 
officials leaving for Spain possessed of sums 
far exceeding the total emoluments they have 
received during their term of office, we can- 
not be surprised at the colony having long 
been a lucrative hunting-ground at the dis- 
posal of the Madrid Cabinet. With regard 
to trade and commerce, the distrustful policy 
of olden times prevails to the present day. 
By a royal ordinance of 1844 strangers were 
excluded from the interior, and as late 
as 1886 their trading was declared to be 
prejudicial to the material interests of the 
country. However, there is a decided ten- 
dency to a better administration, while a 
million acres of virgin soil are only awaiting 
the co-operation of husbandman and capi- 
talist to turn them to lucrative account. It 
should also be borne in mind that the first 
railroad, now in course of construction, will 
probably lead to the making of others and 
render access to the shipping ports easy. 
Some day— when the friars shall have 
ceased to hinder the intellectual advance of 
the colony; when something like justice, 
purity, and independence shall have been 
established in the civil administration; and 
when the healthy impulse given to com- 
merece and industry shall have borne fruit— 
this fine colony may hope to enter the lists 
on equal terms with the younger colonies of 
o:her European nations. The especial con- 
ditions of success are thus summarized by 





our author in the concluding paragraphs 
of his work’: — 

“‘Tf attention were given:—1l. To the con- 
struction and preservation of high roads and 
public works in the provinces; 2. To the sim- 
plification of legal process ; 3. To the establish- 
ment of summary courts of justice; 4. To a 
limitation of the number of native pettyfogging 
lawyers ; 5. To the increase of the Civil Guard ; 
6. To the expenditure of Fondos locales within 
the locality of their collection ; 7. To the con- 
centration of taxes; 8. To the abolition of 
custom houses; 9, To the liberty of the press, 
with certain defined restrictions; and 10. To 
the limitation of the friars’ duties to their quali- 
fication as defined by the Council of Trent—this 
colony might, ere long, rank in importance with 
its neighbours,”

Tue clergymen with whom one meets in 
Mr. Ryce’s story are of the kind who lack 
balance and prudence, and cannot contrive to 
follow the middle path of uneventful safety. 
The Rector of Amesty, who falls a prey to 
the exceedingly simple wiles of the elderly 
Blanche Bloomfield, is hardly less fit for his 
position than the curate whom he has 
selected, who has a lovely voice and preaches 
beautiful sermons. The narrative of the 
curate’s rascalities is unpleasant; but the 
tracking down of the gay deceiver is not 
without interest of a kind, and Mr. Ryce’s 
rather pragmatical style serves in some 
measure to tone down the occasional out- 
bursts of melodrama. 

‘Drawn Blank’ is a story of plot and 
incident, based on an exchange of babies, 
and the personation of an heiress by the sub- 
stituted baby after she has grown up to be 
a young woman. The genuine baby has a 
scar on her left foot, and if the personator 
could have kept her own left foot from the 
eyes of the family doctor, who knew all 
about the scar, she might have worn her 
borrowed plumes to the end of the last 
chapter. But of course she was very fond 
of horses, and of course she manages to 
sprain her, foot. The idea will do well 
enough for a modern novel of incident, and 
Mrs. Jocelyn has not had much difficulty 
in making three volumes out of it. Nobody 
in the book seems to have a very distinctive 
character; but that prevents needless and 
awkward complications. If it had been 
otherwise, it might have been necessary 
to sacrifice some of the incidents. 

Although Miss Coleridge has chosen her 
characters in great art from a social stratum 
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with the manners and customs of which she 
cannot be said to display a perfect fami. 
liarity, her perception fies stood her in such 
good stead that the flaws in the picture are 
amply atoned for by its general spirit and 
interest. The motto from Browning on the 
title-page sufficiently indicates the scope of 
the story, which is that of a human soul 
of rare but unequal qualities, whom the 
influences of a good upbringing and of one 
or two friends rescue from the contamina. 
tion of a worldly and corrupt home circle, 
It cannot be said that the incidents of the 
plot are very happily contrived. There is 
a good deal of artificiality in the way in 
which the obstacles are planted in Ame. 
thyst’s race for happiness. But as a study 
of character the work is highly successful, 
The heroine’s imperturbably non - moral 
mother is excellently drawn, while the 
struggle between principle and instinct in 
the mind of the heroine herself is illustrated 
with real felicity. A good deal of the story 
is necessarily painful, and it needs all the 
reticence and delicacy of Miss Coleridge’s 
method to prevent the recital of the relations 
between Una Haredale and Major Fowler 
from being positively repulsive. The good 
geniuses of the story, both young men, are 
attractive, butrather sentimental personages; 
and only a woman would have committed 
the error of letting the real hero—Lucian 
Riddell—be addressed as ‘ Lucy” by his 
chief male friend. 

Mr. Weyman’s tale of a country parish is 
brisk and readable, without being lifelike or 
convincing. Still it is greatly to his credit 
that he succeeds in retaining the interest of 
his readers in spite of the fact that in the 
whole list of his dramatis persone there can- 
not be said to be one really interesting or 
attractive person. Perhaps this is due to 
the fact that though the large majority of 
them are positively disagreeable, none have 
any nonsense about them, just as there is 
no pretence or affectation about Mr. Wey- 
man’s eminently plain and unvarnished 
style. The story is very much on the lines 
of one of Anthony Trollope’s chronicles ; but 
it lacks his geniality and naturalness. 

‘The Heiress of Beechfield’ is a colourless 
story on familiar lines; but it is prettily and 
youthfully told. 

Tasma must beware of French. The ex- 
cellence of her new novel is marred by the 
presence on every page of tags of foreign 
tongues, the use of which is explained by 
the fact that she is, we believe, though of 
English race, and of Tasmanian or Victorian 
education, the wife of a foreigner of dis- 
tinction, and a permanent resident in a 
foreign capital. This disfigurement, which 
unpleasantly reminds the reader of Lady 
Blessington and Lady Morgan, will prevent 
her book from being judged as it deserves. 
It is a powerful novel, with strong situations 
and excellent development of character. 
The heroine and her strong-minded friend 
in Paris are as well drawn as possible, and 
though it is a little old-fashioned to kill 
awkwardly disagreeable ladies in omnibus 
accidents in order to make things straight, 
the catastrophe is well managed. 

It would be difficult to find a simpler 
story, or one more delicately conceived, than 
Mrs. Baldwin’s ‘ Where Town and Country 
Meet.’ It is in the nature of an idyl which 
alternates between the squalid town and the 
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open country, and depicts the love of an 
honest farmer and a pure-minded dress- 
maker, who had both been previously jilted. 
If a plot of this kind does not alarm the 
novel-reader in search of a romance, he will 
certainly have no reason to regret sending 
for the book and reading it. 

It takes a little effort to read oneself into 
sympathy with the society depicted in ‘The 
Paith Doctor,’ but the effort is well worth 
the making. The action of the opening 
chapters is languid, but with the appear- 
ance on the scene of Phillida Callender—a 
heroine in every sense of the word—the 
attention of the reader is fairly riveted, and 
the interest of the story never flags till the 
end is reached. The author of ‘The Hoosier 
Schoolmaster’ has enhanced his reputation 
by this beautiful and touching study of the 
character of a girl to love whom proved a 
liberal education to both of her admirers. 

Mr. Hibbard’s short stories are not want- 
ing in originality of conception; but in his 
strenuous efforts to avoid the commonplace 
he is not always mindful celare artem. He 
affects the bizarre, and though his philo- 
sophy as reflected in ‘Papoose’—where a 
would-be suicide is diverted from his pur- 
pose by the visit of a strayed child—is on 
the side of the angels, his style is vitiated 
by a strange decadent preciosity of diction. 
Take, for example, the opening sentences of 
the story to which we have referred, one of 
which describes the street traffic on a winter’s 
day as ‘‘a noisy debacle tearing down this 
ragged urban gully, like a raft with 
loosened withes rushing and tumbling 
through a flume.” Mr. Hibbard disdains to 
use such words as ‘‘hoarse”’ or “‘harsh”’; he 

refers forms like “raucous” and “ stridu- 
ous.” What he means by a “‘ mezzo-male- 
factor” we cannot tell, while the pathos of 
the would-be suicide’s letter is, to put it 
nildly, diminished by the terrible vulgarity 
of the phrase, ‘‘ Myself—my last coin—I drop 
to-day into that slot—the grave.” If Mr. 
Hibbard can eradicate his tendency to in- 
dulge in ineptitudes of this sort he may yet 
achieve something in the domain of fiction. 
At present they are too thickly strewn in his 
pages to be compatible with the enjoyment 
or even the equanimity of his readers. 

Miss Shipton’s ‘Twilight,’ which ap- 
peared as a serial in the pages of the 
Monthly Packet, is a tale of weakness drift- 
ing into treachery and working ill to many. 
Louis Lorimer is the unlucky creature who 
is the cause of all the woe; his chief victim 
and the heroine of the book is Katrine 
Lyndhurst. Louis deserts her on the eve 
of their wedding day, and the shock and 
the horror of it cast a blight on the gentle 
girl, so that she dwells in twilight, only half 
alive, Miss Shipton tells with considerable 
skill the strange tale of her awakening. 








PATRISTIC LITERATURE. 

The Apostolic Fathers. Revised Texts with 
Short Introductions and English Translations. 
By the late J. B. Lightfoot, Lord Bishop of 
Durham. Edited and completed by J. R. 
Harmer. (Macmillan & Co.)—This work offers 
two decided advantages to the ordinary theo- 
logical student: it is the only English edition 
of the Apostolic Fathers which contains all the 
works mentioned in the title-page, and it is also 
the only edition in which translations are given 
of all the books and fragments. Most of the 
texts and the translations of them are reprinted 





from Bishop Lightfoot’s larger edition, and the 


rest of the translations are based upon rough 
notes found among his papers, except the ver- 
sion of the ‘Reliques of the Elders’ preserved in 
Trenzeus, which is taken from Keble’s transla- 
tion of Irenzeus. Mr. Harmer contributes the 
text of the Epistle of St. Barnabas, the Shep- 
herd of Hermas, and the Epistle to Diognetus. 
There are no explanatory notes. Mr. Harmer 
has added critical annotations here and there, 
indicating conjectures. Among these he has 
included some of his own. In the Epistle of 
St. Barnabas he has given only one critical note, 
a conjecture of his own which is not likely to 
receive the approbation of critics. In the Pastor 
of Hermas ‘he ventures on several conjectures, 
but for the most part they are Greek render- 
ings of the Latin version. Introductions are 
prefixed to each book, but they are generally 
too concise to be of much use. The work is 
edited with great care; the translations, as might 
be expected, are on the whole admirable ; and 
the volume is calculated to be most serviceable 
as a text-book for lectures on the Apostolic 
Fathers. 


The Confessions of St. Augustine. Books I.- 

. A Revised Translation. (Griffith, Farran 
& Co.)—This edition of the ‘Confessions of 
St. Augustine’ is exactly the same as_ that 
which has appeared in the same publishers’ 
** Ancient and Modern Library of Theological 
Literature.” It also contains the dedication of 
that volume in which it is said that ‘‘this library” 
of ancient and modern theological literature is 
inscribed to the Venerable Brough Maltby. But 
the title-page is slightly altered, better paper 
is used, and the binding is somewhat more 
elegant. On the inside and the outside it is 
now called the ‘‘ Westminster Library.” The 
old translation adopted as the basis of the work 
is the same as that which was used by Dr. Pusey 
and Dr. Shedd, and even the new form is very 
like Dr. Pusey’s revised version. But the editor 
has gone over the old version carefully, and 
introduced his own amendments into many 
passages. To a large extent these are mere 
changes of one word into another of like mean- 
ing. But sometimes he has altered phrases 
and clauses, generally with the purpose of 
making the translation more literal. He is 
occasionally too literal, as when he translates 
quominus *‘that the less,” as in this clause, 
‘* Yet did not he prevail over the power of my 
mother’s piety in me, that I should believe in 
Christ the less, because he did not yet believe.” 
Pusey’s version is, ‘‘ Yet did not he prevail over 
the power of my mother’s piety in me, that as 
he did not yet believe, so should not I.” Pil- 
kington’s translation, which is independent and 
original, reads, ‘‘ Yet he did not overcome the 
influence of my mother’s piety in me so as to 
prevent my believing in Christ, as he had not 
yet believed in Him.” The last words of the 
book are, ‘‘The remaining three books in the 
Latin text consist entirely of a commentary 
upon the early chapters of Genesis, and are 
seldom published with the Confessions.” This 
is not quite correct. The three books are found 
in nearly all the recent translations ; certainly 
in Shedd’s, Pusey’s, and Pilkington’s. The 
writer should have said that they are not in- 
teresting to the general reader, and therefore 
might be omnitted in an edition intended for 
popular use. The publishers deserve great 
credit for endeavouring to make such works 
accessible to the public, and the present edition 
of St. Augustine’s ‘Confessions’ is a handy and 
neat volume. 


St. Jean Chrysostome et les Mewrs de son 
Temps. Par Aimé Puech. (Paris, Hachette 
& Co.)—The French Academy of Moral and 
Political Sciences decreed its prize of 1890 to 
this essay, and the award of the judges will be 
confirmed by the public. The object proposed 
by the Academy was to exhibit what were the 
manners of the times of St. Chrysostom, as they 





are portrayed in the writings of that father, and 
to Giseuss his estimate of them from a moral 
point of view. M. Puech has made a most care- 
ful study of all the writings of St. Chrysostom ; 
he has extracted from them nearly everything 
relating to the life of the poor and the rich, the 
Church and the world, and he has thus given an 
accurate, vivid, and most interesting picture of the 
manners of the people of Antioch and Constan- 
tinople, the scenes of St. Chrysostom’s labours, 
in the end of the fourth century. He has also 
criticized with great fairness the opinions of St. 
Chrysostom in regard to the prevalent virtues 
and vices of that age. On the whole, he errs on 
the side of sympathy and mildness rather than 
sternness. He is too gentle, for instance, when 
he makes a kind of apology for St. Chrysostom’s 
exhortations to indiscriminate charity. The 
work produces the impression that M. Puech is 
better acquainted with Latin than with Greek. 
He almost invariably quotes passages of the Bible 
from the Vulgate. He occasionally quotes the 
Greek words of St. Chrysostom, but frequently 
the accents are incorrect. And almost invariably 
when heintroduces a single Greek word, the wrong 
accent is put on it. These mistakes do not de- 
tract from the real merit of the work, which is 
one of the most valuable contributions to the 
elucidation of the ways and thoughts of the men 
and women of the fourth century.

Miss Firorence Marryat may not find many 
boys to agree with her statement that it is 
‘‘always pleasanter to read fact than fiction.” 
Perhaps the great majority of children read 
their fiction as though it were fact, and will 
hardly care to have fact imposed upon them in 
the holiday guise of fiction. Any boy, however, 
who makes headway with her Japanese story of 
‘The Little Marine’ will be quite content to 
take it on its merits. An English bugler escaped 
death during the ‘‘Simono-seki war” by the 
lucky chance of having a Japanese helmet in 
his haversack. He has the good fortune to dis- 
cover the Japanese Lily on a battle-tield, cling- 
ing to the body of her father ; but the Lily dies 
soon after her baptism, and, though the author 
trusts that this ‘‘fanciful conclusion” to a 
narrative of fact will not ‘‘ deteriorate from the 
interest of the story,” one cannot but feel rather 
doubtful on that point. ‘The Little Marine’ is 
apparently intended to be a religious tale as 
well as a record of adventure in the ‘‘ Land of 
the Rising Sun.” 

Young Silas Verney was kidnapped in the 
reign of the merry monarch, and passes through 
the regulation training of hard knocks from 
friends and foes, on land and sea, before his 
fates succeed in making a man of him. As 
might be expected, there is a good deal of 
piping to old tunes in Mr. Pickering s story, yet 
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it is a pleasantly written and unobjectionable 
book for boys, and adequately illustrated by 
Mr. A. Pearse. The hero’s adventures amongst 
the Dutchmen are thoroughly amusing. 

‘Marian’ is not a particularly genial story ; 
but there are some nice young people in it, 
and the ending is fairly - There is no 
humour to speak of ; but Marian and her sister 
Norah are characters of whom the reader will 
moderately approve, even if he does not succeed 
in becoming enthusiastic over their chequered 
fortunes. 

‘Hark Forrard !’ is a Christmas book mainly 
in the sense that it appears just before Christmas 
time, and that it may be read—half an hour will 
dispose of it—quite as fitly about the turn of 
the year as at any other time. Horses with a 
dash of gentlemanly courtship make up the 
staple of Mr. Cotton’s little story, which is too 
thin to be classed as a novel, and too equine for 
any but the most precocious of boys and girls. 
It is brisk, and quite harmless. 

M. Flammarion’s ‘ Urania’ is a fantasy com- 
pounded of the fairy tales of astronomy, the 
gossip of ghost-seers, the musings and yearnings 
of star-gazers, and a dainty romance of an 
aéronaut and his wife. The volume, in fact, is 
more or less dainty from beginning to end, and 
its charm is heightened by a large number of 
lightly touched sketches by three artists, who 
add to the fantasy, and perhaps a little to the 
vagueness of the printed text. Certainly this 
is the case with a batch of philosophic musings 
on the last few pages—suggested as the inspira- 
tions of Urania Stealth of which illustrates 
‘the infinitely small” by figures and statistics 
‘*mathematically defined.” 

Mr. Noah Brooks gives a vivid enough descrip- 
tion of settlement in Kansas in its earlier, but 
not very remote days. Some of the yractical 
disappointments incident to farming are well 
brought out. Boys will enjoy the book. 

When we say that we consider ‘The Rajah of 
Dah’ to be one of Mr. Fenn’s most successful 
efforts to cater for the young, we have said 
enough in its praise. Those who have been in 
the Malay peninsula can judge of the truth of 
his scenes. The author appreciates the cunning 
of the Orientals, which few Europeans do. 

In ‘Richard Tregellas’ there is provided plenty 
of excitement. A tale based upon privateering, 
piracy, and buccaneering affords abundance of 
opportunity forsensational situations. The narra- 
tive seldom flags. The hero finds untold treasures 
in a cave in the West Indies, hidden there by 
an old buccaneer. So many of these have been 
discovered in recent fiction that the stock must 
be nearly exhausted. 

It is pleasant to see that Miss Edgeworth’s 
admirable tales are not so wholly forgotten as 
to disappear from the publishers’ lists, and 
Messrs. Routledge have done a service by re- 
printing them in a convenient form. The illus- 
trations are very fair. 

Miss Greenaway’s graceful designs are likely 
to retain the suffrages of her admirers. She 
shows no falling off in her powers of pleasing. 





OUR LIBRARY TABLE. 


Mr. H. D. Trart’s Marquis of Salisbury, in 
‘-The Queen’s Prime Ministers ” series (Samp- 
son Low & Co.), is a good specimen of the 
rather unsatisfactory class of literature to which 
it belongs. It deals only with the public events 
of Lord Salisbury’s life up to the stage it has 
now reached, and chiefly with those prior to his 
assumption of the Premiership in 1885; and 
these are discussed solely from the publicist’s 
point of view. Mr. Traill possesses the requisite 
enthusiasm for his hero, but is not blind to his 
faults and infirmities. The result is a shrewd, 


«cynical review of political history since 1853, 
when Lord Robert Cecil first entered Parlia- 
ment, in so far as he helped to make that history 
zand was influenced by the movements he op- 
posed .or favoured. 


Mr: Traill pays special 





attention to two important branches of his sub- 

ect. Tracing Lord Salisbury’s resistance of 
Mr. Disraeli’s Household Suffrage Bill and his 
ultimate acceptance of its policy, he urges that 
‘no one knows better than the leader of ‘the 
Conservative party’ that its true name is not 
Conservative, but Opportunist, and that the one 
principle upon which true Conservatism in any 
age and in any country must depend for its 
vitality disappeared finally from English politics 
in 1867.” He also reviews at some length Lord 
Salisbury’s share in the Constantinople Confer- 
ence and the Berlin settlement consequent on 
the Russo-Turkish war of 1877-8, and, with 
reference to the contradiction of the ‘‘ wholly 
unauthentic ” disclosures as to the secret agree- 
ment of May, 1878, which caused much scandal 
at the time, he avers that ‘‘a statesman who, so 
situated, should deliberately prefer to sacrifice 
what he conceived to be the highest interests of 
State to his private scruples, would deserve that 
his head should first be crowned for his fidelity 
to his own conscience, and then struck off for 
treason to his country.” It is for the skill with 
which Lord Salisbury has held his head and 
kept his conscience under control as an Oppor- 
tunist Foreign Minister that Mr. Traill accords 
him highest praise. As an Opportunist Premier 
Mr. Traill thinks that he has gone far enough, 
perhaps already too far, and that the time has 
come for him to “‘ pause and compel his party 
to pause.” 

Messrs. CoapMan & Hatt have sent us A 
Week’s Tramp in Dickens-Land, by Mr. W. R. 
Hughes. If it were not that the world has been 
overdone with Dickensiana, we should give a 
hearty welcome to this volume, which is one of 
the best that has appeared on the subject. The 
letterpress by Mr. Hughes is painstaking and 
unpretentious, while some of the illustrations 
by Mr. Kitton are excellent. The latter is 
much better as an artist than as an author. 
There is an interesting chapter on the probable 
ending of the unfinished ‘ Edwin Drood.’ 

Naval Warfare of the Future, by T. Waraker, 
LL.D., published by Messrs. Sonnenschein & 
Co., is a clear and able exposition of the views 
of those who follow Mr. J. 8. Mill in objecting 
to the Declaration of Paris. There is much to 
say for the belief that the Declaration, if not 
denounced beforehand, will disappear in war ; 
but our foes would not be likely to have much 
trade at sea for us to capture. When England 
and France fight again, if they ever do, the 
trade of the world will pass into the hands of 
the United States, and that power will make, 
and cause to be observed, those rules of war 
which suit it. Both sides will bid for an 
American alliance, and neither of them, we may 
feel assured, obtain it. Dr. Waraker writes well, 
and his book forms an excellent compendium of 
the arguments on his side. 

Unver the title Colonial Constitutions Mr. E. 
Stanford publishes a little ‘‘outline of the 
existing forms of government in the British 
dependencies.” The pamphlet, unfortunately, 
does not give exactly the same information for 
each colony. For example, payment of mem- 
bers is dealt with in the case of Canada, and 
not in that of New South Wales. 


Rhymes from the Russian: being Faithful 
Translations of Selections from the best Russian 
Poets, dc. By John Pollen, LL.D., T.C.D. 
(Kegan Paul & Co.)—The interest which has 
been aroused in England by the works of the 
Russian novelists is now extending to the poets. 
We are constantly coming upon new transla- 
tions of Russian verse, and in time, perhaps, 
the names of Pushkin, Lermontof, and Nekra- 
sof will be as familiar in England as those of 
Tourguénief, Tolstoi, and Dostoiefski. Dr. 
Pollen gives us a small volume of lyrics, from 
the poets of the present century, if we except 
Derjavin, and he partly belongs to it. Ler- 
montof preponderates, and the translator is 
fairly successfy] with him, but somehow or 








other the exquisite rhythm of the Russian nee 
is lost. ‘My Native Land’ is well denned 
also ‘The Dispute.’ Pushkin is not so well 
represented. . Pollen, however, gives us an 
accurate version of ‘The Prophet.’ Some better 
now might certainly have been chosen from 
youchef and Polonski. The lines from Der. 
javin are interesting, as they were the last 
which the poet wrote. They were, in fact 
composed on his death-bed, and the slate on 
which they were feebly scrawled is still pre- 
served in the public library at St. Petersburg 
Dr. Pollen does not appear to have gone on 
any plan in his selections; he has evidently 
taken a few of his own favourite, but by no 
means representative, pieces from the poets 
whom he introduces, and has turned them into 
English verse as it suited him. Hardly any 
notion, for example, could be formed of Pushkin 
by means of the extracts from him. The trans- 
lations are evidently the work of an accurate 
scholar, but there is not much more room for 
praise. The poem, for example, on p. 52 from 
Nekrasov, entitled ‘Te Deum,’ is not at all 
happily rendered. Nor do the pretty lines of 
Shenshin (or ‘‘Fet,” to adopt his nom de 
guerre) appear to advantage in their English 
dress :— 

Wondrous the picture, 

How homelike to me ! 

Distant plain whitening, 

Full moon on the lea; 

Light in the heavens high 

And snow flashing bright ; 

Sledge in the distance 

In its lonely flight. 
Here, besides some infelicities of rendering, the 
metre of the poem is changed and its effect 
weakened. But in reality to translate properly 
these short lines is almost as difficult as to give 
a good English version of the celebrated poem 
of Goethe, ‘ Ueber Allen Gipfeln.’ 


Pror. Marcus Dops has reprinted from 
various periodicals Erasmus, and other Essays 
(Hodder & Stoughton), sensible, but not re- 
markable contributions to magazine literature. 
That on Erasmus is the best. The essay on 
F. D. Maurice fails to appreciate the vein of 
genius which separated Maurice from ordinary 
theologians. 


THE volume of letters of the Duc de Morny, 
published under the title of Une Ambassade en 
Russie by M. Paul Ollendorff, of Paris, turns 
out to have but slight importance. The young 
duke has been anxious to claim for his father 
the credit of having seen that the Russian 
alliance was valuable to France; but we all 
know that a struggle had raged round Napo- 
leon III. for many years between those who 
desired an English alliance and those who 
thought that Russia would be a more useful 
friend. The only interesting letters in the 
little volume were published in the Paris news- 
papers before its appearance. 


M. pve FReyctnet deserves well of us, for it 
is understood that he has had to do with the 
rapid rise of regimental history in France to 
the position ii now occupies. No more interest: 
ing volume of French regimental history could 
be made than that which the 5th Dragoons has 
furnished to M. V. de St. Just, a lieutenant 
in the regiment, whose large illustrated volume 
is published, under the title Historique du 
5e Régiment de Dragons, by the Libraine 
Hachette. Military men will find that the 
whole of the controversy as to the position of 
‘* mounted infantry,” and its relations to cavalry 
on the one hand and infantry on the other, was 
fought out in France, and the very same argu- 
ments used all round which are now heard at 
Aldershot lectures, when Louis XIV. raised his 
dragoon or mounted infantry regiments 
number from four to forty-three. There was 
a struggle in France when under Lauzun, their 
colonel-general, the dragoons first asked for 
soft boots, in place of their ‘infantry stock- 
ings” and long gaiters. There was another 
struggle later when they tried to exchange their 
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ea 
“two drums per company” for trumpets. In 
short, these mounted infantry, who, to the 
jing, were to be infantry, rapidly conveyable 
from one spot to another, were constantly try- 
‘47 to do cavalry work, to obtain the best 
horses, and to turn themselves into cavalry—a 
struggle in which they ultimately succeeded, 
as they did in every country in the world. 
Russia has, however, under the present emperor 
reverted to the dragoon policy of Louis XIV. 
It is probable that for ‘‘mounted infantry,” 
who are to remain mounted infantry, not be- 
come bad cavalry, there is no mount like the 
mount of ‘‘Irish mounted infantry,” an Irish 
“outside car.” The French 5th Dragoons, 
after a period in which they were bad cavalry, 
became good cavalry, and ‘‘received the boot 
in 1784.” Up to shortly before this date they 
had still had a drum-major, and their officers 
as well as men had carried the infantry musket 
and bayonet. Good cavalry they remain. In 
the list of colonels it is curious to note that 
all were noble up to 1791, when Joachim 
Charton commanded the regiment for four 
months. Charton had, however, been Grand 
Prévét de la Connétablie for eleven years 
before the Revolution of 1789. In 1792 the 
5th Dragoons became noble once more with the 
Marquis de Dampierre. Two plebeians followed 
Dampierre, and then came Louis Bonaparte, 
the luckless husband of the Reine Hortense. 
In this history we see how we have departed 
from precedent by inscribing victories on 
standards because regiments were present, 
whereas in old days it was the specially brilliant 
part played by a regiment nan action which 
was thus recorded. The 5th Dragoons served a 
good deal against the British. One squadron was 
conveyed by us to France afte: the Convention 
of Cintra ; the regiment served in Spain and in 
the Waterloo campaign, though not on the field 
of Waterloo, and charged in the ast battle of the 
Hundred Days, the forgotten ba tle of Rocquen- 
court, or of Versailles, fought on July 1st, 1815. 
There is a nasty break in the history of the 
regiment in 1815, for the remains of the 5th 
Dragoons became the 3rd Dragoons, and the 
record takes up the history of the new 5th. The 
drawings of costumes are good, but the first 
shows a blue coat lined with red, and the second 
ared coat lined with blue, while we seem o be 
told that the uniform had not changed. This 
suggests that the soldiers ‘‘ turned their coats.” 


Tue Dowager Countess of Crawford and Bal- 
carres has printed for private circulation 150 
copies of a work by her late husband the Earl 
of Crawford, entitled The Creed of Japhet. The 
book is divided into four parts, which trea 10 
“God and the Spiritual World in relation to 
Man,” ‘Relation of Man to God and the 
Spiritual World,” ‘‘ The Legends as Testimonies 
to Dogma,” and ‘‘ The Creed of Japhet Formu- 
lated,” respectively. This learned and most 
interesting work was left in the rough draft by 
the Earl of Crawford, and by the advice of the 
late Canon Cook, DeanChurch, and Bishop Light- 
foot was prepared for press and printed under 
the direction of the Rev. Charles Hole. A large 
number of the arguments and of the details ad- 
vanced to prove them may provoke the fiercest 
criticism, and it might be demonstrated that 
some of them were unsound ; nevertheless all 
students of early forms of religion and of the 
science of language will be grateful to Lady 
Crawford for placing on record permanently the 
results of her husband’s conscientious labours.

NOTES FROM CAMBRIDGE. 
December 2, 1891. 

THE most important incident of the present 
term has been the decision of the Senate, given 
in the largest congregation ever known, on what 
has become known as the Greek question. The 
result of the division was generally anticipated, 
but few on either side expected that the majority 
would be so overwhelming. It seems to be 
generally felt that the success of the opposition 
cannot be explained away by saying that the 
true issues were not before the Senate, nor can 
it be successfully maintained that the rejection 
of the grace was entirely due to the interference 
of non-resident members of the Senate. If the 
voting had been confined to residents it is be- 
lieved that the result would have been the 
same, though the inequality between the numbers 
of placets and nen-placets would not have been 
great. As it is, it must be admitted that the 
Senate has given an emphatic reply in the 
aftirmative to the question whether Greek is to 
be retained as a compulsory subject for a degree 
in Arts. But there are many who, while 
strongly opposing the proposal just rejected, 
are fully prepared to admit the educational 
value of science, and would, therefore, be willing 
that a proposal to give degrees in science should 
be fully considered. A memorial asking for 
such consideration is being signed, and has 





already received very important support ; among 
those who have signed it are many members of 
the committee formed in the summer to secure 
the retention of Greek in the Arts course. 

The question as to the encouragement to be 
given by the University to agricultural educa- 
tion is still under consideration. The syndicate 
who are inquiring into the subject have modified 
the proposals they made in May last; it is 
now recommended that two appointments 
should be made, of a lecturer and director, with 
a salary of 500/., and of a second lecturer, with 
a salary of 300/.; towards the expense the Cam- 
bridgeshire County Council have agreed to con- 
tribute the annual sum of 400/. These pro- 
posals are opposed, on the ground that, in view 
of the limited financial resources of the Uni- 
versity, there are other and more pressing 
demands which should first be met, and on the 
further ground that, if anything is to be done 
in Cambridge for the advancement of agri- 
cultural science and the promotion of agricultural 
education, it should be by establishing an agri- 
cultural institute, which should not bea part 
of the University, but should avail itself of 
the advantages which the University offers in 
the way of laboratories and lectures. One 
result of the present controversy is that the 
whole question of the attitude of the University 
with reference to technical instruction is being 
brought into prominence. If the University 
establishes a department for agriculture, it is 
suggested that claims may be brought forward 
for the direct encouragement of other technical 
studies, on the ground that they, like agriculture, 
involve the application of various sciences. 

There appeared at the beginning of the term 
some ground for hope that the vexed question 
of the site for the Sedgwick Memorial Geological 
Museum had been finally settled. A syndicate 
composed of the principal geologists in residence 
had reported in favour of a site in Downing 
Street opposite to the grounds of Downing 
College, and their report had been in June last 
confirmed by the Senate. It now seems that 
there is a misunderstanding with reference to 
the land occupied by the buildings at one end 
of this site, at present (and for the last sixty 
years) devoted to the purposes of the medical 
faculty. The Senate has decided that the land 
now free be assigned as the site for the new 
Geological Museum, and that the land in dis- 
pute be reserved for the future extension of 
such museum. The misunderstanding relates 
to the date at which the geologists may expect 
this site to be at their disposal. They appear to 
feel that it should be made over to them in the 
course of the next few years, while the present 
occupants seem not disposed to name any 
definite time at which the reversion of the site 
shall fall in. At present the buildings are not 
being used, as the new anatomical buildings 
adjoining are now in full work ; but it is de- 
sired to adapt the rooms left vacant to the 
wants of the professors of physic and sur- 
gery and the lecturers on midwifery and 
medical jurisprudence. It is possible that a 
compromise may be effected between these 
conflicting claims, and in that case there may 
be hopes that the erection of the Sedgwick 
Memorial Museum (too long deferred) may be 
commenced without delay. 

The vacant sites still remaining at the dis- 
posal of the University are very few, and as a 
consequence it has been recommended by a 
syndicate that a building be erected at the 
south-east corner of the Library, which would, 
with the Senate House and Library, form three 
sides of a square. Such a building would afford 
much needed accommodation for the Law School, 
while a part of the upper story might be avail- 
able as a general reading-room in connexion 
with the University Library. The necessity to 
occupy this vacant space cannot but be regretted ; 
the best architectural authorities are, however, 
of opinion that a building may be: erected 
without materially affecting the neighbouring 





buildings. The subject has been di i

The Library is closed ‘ 
four o’clock (in the middle of winter at half 
eS three), and a reading-room where artificial 
ight could be used, and which could, therefore 
be _ later, would be of very great use. The 
number of readers in the Library who are not 
members of the University has so much increased 
that the Syndicate have felt obliged to revise 
the regulations as to their admission. In future 
it is proposed that such persons shall make an 
annual payment of 1. 1s., and shall be subject 
to restriction as to occupying seats in certain 
parts of the Library ; one of the new and hitherto 
unoccupied rooms being fitted up asa reading.

THE EARLY EDITIONS OF RABELAIS, 
King’s College, Cambridge, Dec. 1, 1891, 

Tue following list of the first editions of what 
may be called the various ‘‘ states” of Rabelais’s 
great work may be of interest to some of the 
readers of the Atheneum. I have drawn it up 
chiefly in the hope of eliciting some additions 
and corrections, my own researches having been 
confined to Paris, Dresden, the British Museum, 
and the Bodleian.

I have seen and collated copies of all the 
above ; most of them are in the Bibliotheque 
Nationale. Of Nos. 3 and 121 only know the 
copies which M. Morgand, of Paris, bought at 
the Sunderland sale, and has only recently re- 
sold. No. 2 is only to be found in the Royal 
Library at Dresden ; the Bodleian has copies of 
No. 6 (a very interesting copy, with the famous 
‘* Avis au Lecteur,” printed in 1542) and No. 14 
(with the bottle figured on the verso of leaf 92) ; 
and the British Museum has, inter alia, copies 
of Nos. 6 and 11, the latter, which Mr. Garnett 
kindly showed me, having been recently bought 
at the Destailleur sale. 

The above list does not add to the infor- 
mation to be gathered from Brunet, but it is 
quite possible that there may be other original 
editions—that is to say, editions published with 
Rabelais’s authority, and representing different 
‘* states” of his work—hidden away in lesser- 
known libraries. We know, for instance, 
that there must have been an edition of the 
fourth book in forty-eight chapters. Moreover, 
there still remain for solution the problems 4s 
to where and by whom Nos. 11 and 12 were 
printed, and who was the printer of Nos. 13 
and 14, Finally, I would add that any edition 
of the fourth book published in 1552 or 1553 is 
of importance. A second edition of it, but with 
only a small alteration in the prologue, appear 
in 1552, the year before Rabelais’s death ; 50 
far as I know the only copy of it with this date 
is in the British Museum (Grenville Library).

| ramnk your readers will be interested to 
jnow that for some time I have been engaged 
in collecting, annotating, and arranging in chro- 
nological order the correspondence of the poet 
r with a view to publication. The work is 
fast approaching completion, and stands before 
me at the present moment in ten bulky volumes 
local bookbinder having so arranged the matter 
for my convenience), the printed letters and the 
copies of those in MS. allin proper order. The 
pest collection hitherto published is, of course, 
that of Southey, which (appendix included) con- 
tains all the letters that are in Grimshawe 
except four or five, and a large number besides. 
Southey, moreover, whenever it was possible, 
rinted the letters entire, whereas his rival not 
only gave them in a mutilated form, but also, 
in many instances, omitted the very cream. 
Southey’s misfortune was that in most cases 
he was not permitted to see the originals, but 
had to content himself with the portions to 
be found in Hayley. Consequently, even in 
Southey the letters appear very imperfectly. 
Grimshawe, however, who did see, or could 
have seen, the majority of the originals, was far 
andaway the greater sinner. Moreover, being 
debarred from the so-called ‘‘ private corre- 
spondence, ” Southey was unable to give the 
letters in consecutive order. Then, too, a 
number of letters have been brought to light 
since Southey’s time. These are scattered up 
and down the pages of a dozen different books 
and periodicals. Lastly, I have a goodly number 
that have not been printed at all. Altogether 
there are in my possession about four hundred 
letters that are either not in Southey or of 
which Southey gives only scraps. I should be 
exceedingly obliged if persons possessing ori- 
ginals would communicate with me, for every 
letter ought to be re-examined. The publica- 
tio in chronological order of the complete 
correspondence of the prince of English letter- 
writers is certainly a great desideratum. It 
may not be generally known that a certain 
amount of material (which I have made use of) 
was collected by the painstaking John Bruce 
with a view to a publication of a similar nature 
to the one I am engaged upon. Mr. Bruce 
died, however, before the work had proceeded

THE GUILDHALL ‘CATALOGUE OF HEBRAICA.’ 
100, Sutherland Avenue, W. 

REFERRING to your commendatory notice, in 
the Atheneum of the 21st ult., of the new de- 
parture in my catalogue, permit me to explain 
some points which for the sake of brevity I left 
untouched in my introduction to that work. 
_ Like many others, I have always considered 
ita great desideratum that students should be 
enabled to obtain an encyclopedic insight into 
the bibliography of subjects which are not 
within the easy reach of research. Keeping 
this end in view, and aided by the admirable 
co-operation of my friend Mr. Charles Welch, 
the Chief Librarian at the Guildhall, T attempted 
le premier coup in elaborating the catalogue and 
the subject-index. I now take the liberty of 
observing that if my plan were more widely 
adopted the uninitiated student would be spared 
an immense amount of labour. 

_At the present time, when the interests of 
bibliography are sedulously watched by societies 
like the Library Association, it would be per- 
fectly practicable to improve the catalogues of 
certain isolated or less cultivated branches of 
literature by an all-round view of their literary 
contents, Even the gigantic Library of the 
British Museum has certain sections and cate- 
gories which might be analyzed and registered 
on a basis tacitly suggested by the Guildhall 
collection of Hebraica and Judaica. 

Under the direction of an indexing committee 
there could be enlisted, amongst others, many 








voluntary workers. That such co-operative 
work can be carried into effect has been proved 
by analogous enterprises. 

Allow me, in conclusion, to allude to an 
unavoidable omission in the subject-index, and 
one which will have tc be made good by after- 
comers. With some exceptions, I refrained 
from giving details of the extremely inter- 
esting periodical publications, such as the 
Archives Israélites, or Geiger’s,- Graetz’s, 
Briill’s, and other excellent periodicals, of 
which there is now a rich collection in the 
Guildhall Library. Had I gone beyond the 
limits of my eclectic labour, the publication of 
the catalogue would have undergone an in- 
ordinate delay, and the subject-index, which 
occupies one hundred closely printed columns, 
would have been more than quadrupled.

A TEACHING UNIVERSITY FOR LONDON. 


THE controversy which has sprung up around 
the draft charter for creating a Teaching Uni- 
versity for London, consisting of University and 
King’s Colleges and certain medical schools, is 
in danger of hiding the real issues in a cloud of 
words. Those issues are few in number, and 
are quite simple and capable of being clearly ex- 
pressed in plain language. The draft charter does 
little more than provide for the incorporation of 
the two colleges and the medical schools as a 
university. This was made clear at the recent 
conference held at Gresham College, when the 
provisions of the draft charter were discussed by 
the gathering of lecturers, local secretaries, and 
students of the London Society for the Extension 
of University Teaching. Dr. Wace and Prof. 
Ramsay urged that the Council of the new univer- 
sity would be able to do certain things for the 
recognition of higher teaching in London which 
are not expressly provided for in the charter 
itself. The opponents of the charter as at 
present drafted naturally asked that the goodwill 
expressed towards the London Society for the 
Extension of University Teaching and other 
societies and institutions engaged in higher 
teaching in the metropolis should be embodied 
in the clauses of the charter, and thus make it 
impossible to raise the question in years to 
come whether the colleges, societies, and insti- 
tutions now engaged in the work of higher 
teaching in London were intended to be co- 
ordinated under a university as their natural 
head. There is a good deal of confusion amongst 
the combatants as to the scope of the draft 
charter, and more still as to whether the clauses 
should be amended, and in what way ; but it is 
a most hopeful sign that the proposed scheme 
is not opposed on party lines. The question is 
being freely discussed in newspapers of every 
shade of political opinion, and the majority 
appear to be in favour of amending the draft 
charter so as to bring it more into accord with 
the educational requirements of those bodies 
who feel that if the new university is established 
on the lines as now laid down they will receive 
none of that direction, stimulus, or recognition 
which they have a right to expect. 

One function of a university is the extension 
of the boundaries of knowledge—research. The 
other function is.the wide diffusion of the know- 
ledge which has resulted from research. Many 
academical minds have fastened upon the first of 
these functions to the obscuration of the second, 
and it is difficult to persuade the upholders of 
the function of research that if there are to be 
any practical results from research, there must 
be systematized methods for the wide diffusion 
of knowledge. All over London there are edu- 
cational bodies engaged in imparting higher 
teaching of a character worthy of university re- 
cognition, but these bodies have no bond but 
that of a common end, and are not systematized 
in any way whatever. The draft charter does 
not propose to organize these unconnected and 
widely separated colleges, societies, and insti- 





tutions into one great teaching body, whose work, 
carried on under lecturers or professors sanc- 
tioned or appointed by the university, should 
receive university recognition. Amongst the 
thousands of students from the ranks of those 
engaged in business occupations, there are minds 
specially fitted for the work of research, who, 
unfortunately, have not enjoyed opportunities of 
university education. To bring this opportunity 
well within the reach of these students is 
deemed to be the duty of a new Teaching Uni- 
versity for London, and the complaint loudly 
and earnestly made is that the draft charter 
offers them nothing. 

The important point is not the representation 
on the university body of the various agencies en- 
gaged in this work of higher education, but that 
the draft charter should be so framed that their 
work would be recognized under certain condi- 
tions which should be distinctly expressed. The 
desirability of bringing university training within 
reach of the evening students engaged in busi- 
ness occupations during the day is admitted 
alike by those who defend and those who oppose 
the draft charter. The question is one of great 
simplicity. The university that will be set up 
if the draft charter receives the royal sanction 
in its present form will consist of University and 
King’s Colleges and certain medical schools. It 
is urged by those who defend the scheme 
and at the same time express sympathy with 
the work done by the societies, colleges, and 
institutions who object to the scheme, that, 
by going beyond the expressed terms of the 
clauses, all that is required by the various 
interested bodies could be secured. All that 
ought to be demanded by the opponents of the 
draft charter is that its defenders should amend 
the clauses so that the wording of the charter 
and the expressed desire of its promoters should 
be identical.

Mr. W. C. Hazurr has just completed 
for Messrs. Swan Sonnenschein & Co. a 
volume of tales and legends which may be 
considered national either by origin or 
naturalization. 

Tne death is announced of Mr. C. D. 
Yonge, who through a long life was a busy 
scholar and man of letters. He was a son 
of the Rev. C. Yonge, of Eton College, and 
took a first class in classics at Oxford in 
1835. He published a great number of 
Latin and Greek school-books, of which his 
English-Greek Lexicon, which was begun 
at the instigation of the late Dr. Okes, 
and originally appeared in 1849, was the 
most successful. In 1856 he brought out 


a ‘History of England,’ in 1860 a bio- 
graphy of the Duke of Wellington, and in 





1866 a ‘ History of France.’ Histories of the 
English navy, of the Revolution of 1688, 
biographies of Lord Liverpool and Marie 
Antoinette, and other books, were issued by 
him in rapid succession. Mr. Yonge, who 
held the chair of History and English 
Literature at Belfast, was over eighty 
years of age, and went on lecturing and 
working till the week previous to his de- 
cease. 

Pror. Kratz, of Vienna, in examining 
the bands of a mummy, probably of 
the age of the Ptolemies, which for the 
last forty years has been preserved in a 
museum, has found a strip of linen with 
several hundred lines of Etruscan writing. 
In this text, which is the longest we 
possess in that language, some words occur 
that are to be found in Etruscan inscrip- 
tions known to us, but the whole 
cannot, in the actual state of Etruscan 
studies, be deciphered. The cloth was, 
no doubt, written on for some other pur- 
pose before being carried by ship to Egypt, 
and there used for the wrappings of a 
mummy. The publication of the text by 
the learned discoverer is awaited with the 
keenest interest. 

Our Naples Correspondent writes, under 
the date of November 26th :— 

‘“*A large donation was made last week to 
the library of the University of Naples. The 
generous donor was the Signora Gigia Rosnati, 
widow of Vittorio Imbriani, once so well known 
and so highly esteemed as a man of letters in 
Naples. The library of the late Vittorio Imbriani 
consists of 10,000 volumes and of 6,000 opus- 
coli, and has been presented to the University 
on the following conditions: That it shall be 
placed in one room, which shall take the name 
of Imbriani; that the books shall not be given 
for reading outside the library ; and that, should 
the University change its residence, those books 
shall be always gathered together in one room. 
The room is already decorated with a lifelike 
portrait of Vittorio Imbriani, the work of 
Achille d’Orsi, and above it are the family arms 
of Imbriani. On this interesting occasion her 
own likeness was presented to the widow of 
Imbriani by the librarian, the Count Alexander 
Moroni, in the name of the employés in the 
University. It is in ceramica.” 

Ir may be gratifying to some to know that 
‘Old Moore’ and ‘Zadkiel,’ on account, it 
is said, of their portentous pictures and 
utterances, have been prohibited this year 
from entering Turkey. It is not beyond 
possibility that the exclusion is not due 
to the supposed cause, but because they 
have come under the notice of the Sultan’s 
chief astrologer, who regards them as 
deviating from the standard of astrological 
orthodoxy. 

Ir is now some time since we announced 
that the house at Mohrungen in which 
Herder was born was in danger of being 
sold for building purposes. Strange to say, 
this danger has not yet passed, and at last 
we learn that the Oberbiirgermeister of 
Konigsberg has been roused ‘to make 
inquiries at what price the house might be 
purchased.”

TuerE are no Parliamentary Papers likely 
to be of interest to our readers this week, 
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Contemporary Science Series.—Bacteria and 
their Products. By G. Sims Woodhead 
M.D. (Edin.). (Scott.) ‘ 

Tuts is a singularly well-written and clear 
exposition of what is best known in modern 
bacteriology, and, considering the small 
compass of the work, the enormous mass of 
information the author has contrived to get 
into it will surprise the reader. It is g 
pity the illustrations do not come up to the 
standard of the text, for they also are well 
designed and new: they supply one more 
very powerful argument against the cheap 
methods of reproduction now so much in 
vogue, which are utterly inadequate for the 
purposes of microscopic work. 

A valuable feature in the book is the new 
and enlightened point of view from which 
the author sees his facts, and although it 
would be going too far to say that he is 
perfectly unbiassed, the reader is strongly 
impressed with the fairness of his state- 
ments, this impression being undoubtedly 
strengthened by the charmingly simple and 
clear style of writing employed. Moreover, 
the reader is not wearied by repetitions 
and mere excerpts from known books on 
the subject, but is really treated to an 
original and independent account of the 
astounding facts and conclusions of the new 
magic of biology. 

In the two chapters on fermentation 
the author exhibits in a bright fashion 
his emancipation from the crystallized 
theories which hamper too many of the 
technical ‘‘ bacteriologists”’ of the day, and 
we wish every student of the subject could 
be thoroughly imbued with the spirit of 
tolerance on the one hand, and of calm and 
critical scepticism on the other, which 
colours this part of the book. While ex- 
pressing ourselves in terms of such almost 
unqualified admiration of Dr. Woodhead’s 
achievements in this connexion, it may be 
well to say that we by no means agree with 
all his views on fermentation and _ its 
relations to disease; but at the same time 
we feel assured that it would be far better 
for students of medicine to be trained in 
accordance with his manner of viewing these 
important and difficult subjects than to be 
drilled, as they too often are, in the mere 
acquisition of what may or may not be better 
hypotheses, the true significance of which 
they miss because their minds are not kept 
sufficiently alive to the bearings of the sub- 
ject upon other departments of science. 

The chapters on fermentation are followed 
by a short one on parasites and saprophytes, 
in which breadth of view again predominates, 
but does not involve obscurity; and then 
come a series of fascinating chapters on 
cholera, typhoid, tuberculosis, leprosy, 
anthrax, tetanus, diphtheria, hydrophobia, 
and others of the wonderful discases now 
known to be caused by the agency of 











Sir Richard Burton’s life, his ‘Catullus’ : “germs” of various kinds, 
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“Then we have chapters on the bacteria of 
the mouth, and of colour and phosphores- 
cence ; and on the curious poisonous alkaloids 
and albuminoids produced by the fermenta- 
tive action of bacteria on their complex food 
substances ; and, finally, chapters on vacci- 
nation and on the bacteria of air, earth, and 
water. An appendix on _ bacteriological 
methods and classification concludes the 
work, and well-selected lists of references 
are found at the end of each chapter. 

It is not our intention—nor would it be 

sible in the space at disposal—to attempt 
even to give the reader any adequate idea 
of the contents of these chapters, and we 
shall merely refer them to the book itself as a 
treat in store for intelligent readers. At the 
same time the key-note of the work should 
be mentioned: it is that the bacteria of 
disease, like those of putrefaction, so alter 
the medium in which they flourish that its 
properties are altered—the activities of the 
bacteria often produce poisons, and if the 
seat of these toxic actions is the blood of a 
living animal, one easily sees a series of 
consequences which may be fatal. On the 
other hand, the tissues of the animal attacked 
may also evolve substances poisonous to the 
bacteria in their neighbourhood, and so a 
yar of extermination between bacillus and 
blood may be set up; the one which pro- 
duces its destructive poison most rapidly 
or in greatest quantities may win. It is 
obviously of the highest importance that we 
should know all that can be discovered about 
these poisonous alkaloids, &c., and Dr. 
Woodhead is doing splendid service in 
calling attention to the matter, and pointing 
out some significant aspects of modern in- 
vestigations on this subject; but to do it 
well, and at the same time to do it intelli- 
gibly, are usually found to be the powers of 
different writers, wherefore the author is to 
be doubly congratulated on possessing and 
exercising both functions. 








ASTRONOMICAL LITERATURE. 

Poplar Astronomy: a Series of Lectures. 
By Sir G. B. Airy, K.C.B. Seventh Edition. 
Edited by H. H. Turner, M.A., B.Sc. (Mac- 
millan & Co.)—We are glad to see another 
edition of this useful and well-known work, 
remarkable for its clear exposition of the funda- 
nental principles of astronomical science. The 
course of lectures on which it is founded was 
delivered at Ipswich in 1848, and the lectures 
were printed in the following year. As the 
subject-matter is principles, not results, but 
little alteration has been necessary in the pre- 
paration of subsequent editions. The pre- 
sent issue appears under the editorial care of 
Mr. Turner, now Chief Assistant at the Royal 
Observatory, who tells us that he was entrusted 
by Sir George with a free hand in doing so. 
He has thought it best, where the introduction 
of new matter seemed to be desirable, either to en- 
close it in brackets or place it at the foot of the 
page in the form of notes. The principal points 
thus treated are the determination of the dis- 
tance of the sun (astronomers no longer regard- 
ing the observation of the transits of Venus as 
the best means of obtaining this), and the de- 
a of the chronographic method of re- 
cording transits, and of the action of clockwork 
mM moving equatorials. 

Lessons in Astronomy, including Uranography. 
By Charles A. Young, Ph.D. (Ginn & Co.)— 
Along notice of this excellent little work is un- 

, because we had so recently to refer 
to the author’s ‘Elements of Astronomy,’ on 
which the present smaller volume is based, being 





adapted to meet the wants of those classes of 
students for whom the other treats the subject 
in too extended and mathematical a way. In 
doing this many condensations, simplifications, 
and changes of arrangement have been made, 
the most important alteration in the last respect 
being that the uranography, or description of the 
constellations, is brought into the body of the 
text and placed near the beginning. Advantage 
has been taken of the opportunity to revise and 
rewrite the whole of the matter, and to bring 
all the information thoroughly down to date, as 
instances of which it may be mentioned that 
there are given in the proper places the new 
results obtained by Prof. Schiaparelli (more re- 
cently called in question by M. Niesten) for the 
rotations of Mercury and Venus, the identifi- 
cation of the comet discovered by Mr. Brooks 
in July, 1889, with the long-lost comet of Lexell, 
and the latest spectroscopic discoveries of Picker- 
ing and Vogel. With regard to the nature of 
the connexion between comets and meteoric 
streams, the author cautiously remarks that 
‘*this cannot be said to be ascertained...... The 
prevailing belief is that the comet itself is only 
the thickest part of the meteoric swarm, and 
that the clouds of meteors scattered along 
its path are the results of its disintegration ; but 
this is by no means certain.” The volume closes 
with a series of short tables of the most im- 
portant astronomical data and a set of small- 
scale constellation-charts. 

Star Groups: a Student's Guide to the Con- 
stellations. ByJ. Ellard Gore, F.R.A.S. (Crosby 
Lockwood & Son.)—This little book forms a 
very compact and handy guide to the constella- 
tions, most of which are depicted upon a sepa- 
rate map, though in a few cases of small groups 
two or (in one case) three are contained in one 
map. Two small-scale charts of the brightest 
stars in the northern and southern hemispheres 
respectively are given at the beginning as a 
guide to the relative positions of the different 
constellations shown in the separate maps. In 
the latter all stars to the sixth magnitude (about 
the limit of ordinary sight) are laid down; and 
opposite each map is a page of letterpress ex- 
planation, giving a brief account of the most 
interesting objects in each constellation. The 
maps, so far as their size allows, are exceedingly 
clear; Bayer’s letters are affixed to the stars 
which have them, whilst others are indicated 
by what are generally called the Flamsteed 
numbers, being those of the numeration in the 
constellation lists catalogued in the ‘ Historia 
Ceelestis.’ The fanciful old figures given to 
the constellations are, of course, now ignored, 
though the names. are retained. It is difficult 
to see, however, why Mr. Gore has deprived 
Cassiopeia’s chair of its occupant, seeing that, 
with the exception of £, all the brightest stars 
in the constellation are on the body of the lady 
herself, as she sits contemplating the valiant 
Perseus coming to her daughter’s relief. We 
would suggest that, in future editions of this 
useful little atlas, figures be added on the 
margins of the maps indicating the right ascen- 
sions and declinations of the portions of the 
heavens depicted on each. 








- GEOGRAPHICAL NOTES. 


Mr. Ciements R. MARKHAM is writing a 
volume on ‘ Columbus’ for ‘‘ The World’s Great 
Explorers ” series, published by Messrs. George 
Philip & Son. It will be published in the early 
part of next year, the fourth centenary of the 
discovery which has immortalized the name of 
Columbus. The next volume of the series will 
be Mr. Douglas Freshfield’s ‘De Saussure and 
the Alps,’ which is in an advanced state of pre- 
paration. 

Mr. Henry Powell is editing for Messrs. Swan 
Sonnenschein & Co. a new edition of ‘The 
History of Buccaneers,’ by John Esquemeling, 
‘*one of the Bucaniers” as he is described on 
the title-page of the first English edition, 1664, 





on which Mr. Powell’s edition is based. The 
reprint will include the scarce ‘‘fourth part,” 
which contains the voyage of Capt. G. Sharp. 

We understand that Wonseletia travels in 
Thibet will be published simultaneously in 
London and Paris on the 18th inst. The Eng- 
lish edition will be issued by Messrs. Casselh 
in two volumes under the title of ‘ Across 
Thibet.’ 

Longmans’ School Geography for South Africa 
is an adaptation of Mr. G. G. Chisholm’s excel- 
lent text-book to the requirements of the schools 
of South Africa. Prof. J. A. Liebmann, of the 
Diocesan College, Rondebosch, has contributed 
the chapters dealing with South Africa. The 
book is one which can be sincerely recommended. 

The Historical Atlas of Messrs. W. & A. K. 
Johnston is a mistake. The maps are on too 
small a scale to be of any use, and they embrace 
too long periods of time. What possible map 
could represent ‘‘ France (Norman to Tudor 
period)” ? Messrs. Johnston’s is supposed to 
illustrate the French and English wars, and 
Formigny is not marked on it! Downright 
blunders are not unknown. A map representing 
‘* Europe, 1715 and 1830,” gives modern Belgium 
as it has only existed since 1831, or, to speak 
exactly, 1839 ! 





SIR VICTOR BROOKE. 

Sir Victor Brooke, third baronet, who died 
at Pau from acute pneumonia on the 25th ult., 
deserves a few lines of notice in these columns. 
Always a keen sportsman, and the slayer of the 
celebrated Indian elephant with the largest 
tusk on record (ninety pounds weight), he was 
also a true naturalist, and carefully studied the 
big game he pursued, so that on his return to 
Europe he was soon recognized as a worthy 
successor to the late Edward Blyth, especially 
in his acquaintance with wild sheep and goats. 
Under the guidance of Prof. Flower, C.B., he 
increased his knowledge of anatomy, and during 
several years he contributed many papers, all 
full of sound work, to the Proceedings of the 
Zoological Society of London. The most im- 
portant of these was ‘On the Classification of 
the Cervide, with a Synopsis of the Existing 
Species ’"—virtually an instalment of the mono- 
graph he did not live to complete. The state 
of affairs in Ireland and the delicate health of 
Lady Brooke led to a residence at Pau, where 
he was well known as master of the foxhounds, 
and one of the most genial members of the little 
colony. Such was the charm of his manner 
that he actually persuaded the Spanish peasants 
on the Aragonese side of the Pyrenees to pro- 
tect ibexes for him, and few, if any, of our 
countrymen were so well qualified as he was to 
speak of the habits of the rare Capra pyrenaica, 
which his efforts tended to preserve from ex- 
tinction. Only forty-eight at the time of his 
death, the loss of one who was physically and 
morally a splendid specimen of the Irish gentle- 
man is to be deeply deplored.

Evans, President, in the chair.—Mr. J. W. Grover 
read an account of some Roman remains found in 
the City. In illustration of this paper a number of 
medizval Roman and later antiquities were exhi- 
bited by Messrs. Prescott & Co.,on whose premises 
they were found.—The President read a paper on 
an archzological survey of Hertfordshire, n which 
he discussed briefly the chief prehistoric / British, 
Roman, and Saxon antiquities found or remaining 
in the county. The paper was illustrated by a 
specially prepared map, on which all the discoveries 
were localized by coloured symbols, — Dr. Budge 
exhibited a Coptic grave-shirt from the collection 
of Sir F. Grenfell, and read a paper upon the textile 
fabrics found at Akhmim. Archzologists were well 
acquainted with the numerous examples of mummy- 
cloth of the ancient Egyptian empire preserved in 
the various museums of Europe, and the fine linen 
and embroidered work of Egypt were famous from 
the earliest times. Examples of the worked linen 
of the Roman and subsequent periods were, how- 
ever, comparatively unknown until 1882, when a 
very large “find” of worked linen garments, be- 
longing to a period beginning with the second and 
ending with the eleventh century A.D., was made at 
Akbmim, a modern town in Upper Egypt, which 
stands near, or perhaps upon part of, the site of the 
Panopolis of the Greeks, a city famous for the 
worship of the ithyphallic god Amsu, and, accord- 
ing to Strabo, for its linen workersand stone cutters, 
The necropolis at Akhmim differed from ever 
other in Egypt. The bodies were not mummified, 
although it is clear from the crystals found in the 
folds of the tunics, &c., that salt or natron was 
used in the preservation; they were laid on a 
board, and some wore, in addition to the tunics now 
so well known, stockings and sandals, caps, neck- 
laces, rings, bracelets, crosses, and other ornaments. 
The smaller objects found at Akhmim are well 
represented by a collection given to the British 
Museum by the Rev. Greville Chester in 1886. The 
textiles from this place belong to three periods, 
which are described as Roman, Transition, and 
Byzantine, and each is marked by peculiarities 
of work and design in the garments which 
cannot be mistaken. The designs of the first are 
classical, and are finely executed ; in the second the 
heathen designs give way to Christian emblems, 
figures of the Almighty, saints, &c., and are of 
inferior work; in the third vivid polychrome 
medallions and borders become the fashion, and 
the Byzantine character of the designs and work is 
unmistakable. Owing to the wasteful way in which 
the Akhmim “ find” was worked, comparatively few 
of the results which it was reasonably hoped might 
be obtained were realized. The Coptic grave-shirt 
exhibited was of great value, for it is complete, 
and it is possible to learn how the ornamental bands 
and medallions were arranged. The garment was 
woven in one piece in the form of a cross, the 
greatest length being about 9ft. 6in., and the

reatest width about 5ft.; it was folded in half 

orizontally, and the longer arms of the cross formed 
the back and front and the shorter arms the sleeves. 
Where the fold came a slit was cut for the neck, 
and the edges were first hemmed and then sewn 
with a chain-stitch in bright red linen thread. On 
the breast and back designs woven into medallions 
in dark purple were carefully sewn, and two long 
strips, formed of small rectangular designs of men 
and animals, extend from them down to the bottom 
edge of the garment; on each shoulder and over 
each knee is a rectangular medallion, and around 
each wrist is a band ornamented with figures of the 
hare, the emblem of the resurrection. ‘The edges of 
the garment were hemmed together, and thus the 
body and the sleeves were complete. This valuable 
garment belongs probably to the end of the sixth 
or the beginning of the seventh century, and is one 
of the most perfect known. The number of the 
threads vary from fifty-three to fifty-eight to the 
inch. Remarks were also made on the silk-weaving 
manufacture at Akhmim, and Dr. John Evans ex- 
hibited his small, but eminently typical, collection 
of fragments of Akhmim fabrics, which represented 
the best kinds of work and design from the third 
to the eighth century A.D. 


LINNEAN.—Wov. 19.— Prof. Stewart, President, 
in the chair.—Mr. W. L. Brown was admitted a 
Fellow.—Mr. 8. Jennings exhibited a collection of 
wild flowers made by him during a recent tour 
through the Rocky Mountains. California, and 
Mexico.—Prof. G. B. Howes exhibited some dissec- 
tions of fish crania made by his pupil Mr. R. H. 
Burne, in which the parts of the skeleton were so 
displayed that they might be studied in relation to 
the rest of the head and to the leading cranial 
nerves.—Mr. E. F. Cooper exhibited specimens of a 
new variety of Potamogeton from Loughborough, 
lately described and figured by Mr. A. Fryer (Journ. 
Bot. October, 1891).—Mr. A. W. Bennett exhibited 
and made remarks upon some specimens of Hydro- 
dictyon utriculatum, Roth. (H. reticulatum, De 
Toni), and some drawings of anomalous Cypripedium 
and Disa.—Mr. W. Carruthers gave a graphic account 
of a recent visit to Sweden in search of original 
portraits of Linnzus, and detailed the results of his 
inquiries. His remarks were illustrated by an exhi- 
bition of engravings and photographs,—A paper was 
read by Mr. T. Hick ‘Ona New Fossil Plant from the 
Lower Coal Measures.’—An interesting discussion 
followed, in which Mr. Carruthers, Mr. G. Murray, 
Prof. F. O. Bower, Prof. Marshall Ward, and others 
took part. 








MICROSCOPICAL.—Nov. 18.—Dr. R. Braithwaite, 
President, in the chair.—A special meeting was first 
held, at which certain alterations in the by-laws 
were proposed by the Council and accepted by the 
Fellows.—The ordinary meeting was then consti- 
tuted.—Mr. C. L. Curties exhibited and described a 
small heliostat made on the lines laid down by Mr. 
Comber. It was simple and effective, and was 
adapted for use in any latitude between 15° and 70°.— 
Mr. J. W. Gifford read a paper ‘On the Resolution 
of Amphipleura pellucida.’ Mr. Gifford said he had 
examined a frustule of A. pellucida with sodium 
light illumination, that being the most convenient 
form of monochromatic light at the time. Under 
this light A. pellucida unmistakably showed dots, 
which became more marked as the frustule was 
shifted to the side of the field of vision. Whether 
these markings were true or spurious was a ques- 
tion he did not touch, but they appeared to have as 
good a claim as those on Surirella gemma. He 
thought it more probable that in both cases they 
were simply multiplied images of the midrib and 
sides produced by the higher order of diffraction 
spectra according to the Abbe theory. The mounts 
of A. pellucida used were of realgar, or rather a 
high sulphide of arsenic, prepared by mixing sul- 
phur with realgar. The objectives used were 1/10 
of 15 apochromatic, and 1/20 of 15 and 1/12 of 1°43 
achromatic.—Mr. E. M. Nelson, speaking of the value 
of drawings made with Beale’s neutral tint reflector, 
said he had tested the matter by making a drawing 
of lineson a micrometer scale of 1/100 mm. under 
an apochromatic objective, giving a magnifying 
power x 850; he found on measuring that they showed 
only avery slight displacement.—Mr. A. W. Bennett 
gave a résumé of his paper ‘On the Freshwater 
Algez of South-West Surrey,’ in which he describes 
several uew species.

of British Columbia,’ by Mrs. 8.8. Allison, a fate 
descended from a small band of the warlike Chil 
cotins, who established themselves in the up ‘s 
valley of the Similk’ameen about a hundred ae 
fifty years ago and intermarried with the Spokang, 
They have much deteriorated within the last twent' 
years, and are rapidly becoming extinct. The 
average stature of the men is about five feet six 
inches. their frames are lithe and muscular, and their 
movements quick and graceful. Their complexion 
is very light, and they have small hands and feet, 
The summer dwellings of the Similk’ameen Indiang 
were made of mats of cedar bark, manufactured 
by the Hope Indians, which were thrown over a 
circular frame of poles. The winter houses were 
simply pits dug in the ground and roofed with poles 
and earth, All sickness was supposed to be the 
work of an evil spirit, who fastened on a victim and 
hung on, drawing away his life, until charmed away 
by the doctor, who worked himself into a state of 
frenzy, singing and dancing while he was tryiag to 
lure the evil spirit from his patient. Many of the 
medicine-men exercise strong mesmeric power over 
their patients, and they use several herbs as medi- 
cines. ‘Their panacea for all ills. however, is ihe 
vapour bath. A widow or widower is forbidden to 
eat meat and certain vegetables for a month, and 
must wear quantities of spruce bush inside hig or 
her shirt, next the skin. Cannibalism was never 
known among the Similk’ameens. Polygamy wag 
allowed, and if the husband and wife tired of each 
other, the price of the woman, or its equivalent, wag 
returned by her father or guardian, and the parties 
were then free to contract another matrimonial 
alliance ; but adultery, though it was generally com- 
promised, was sometimes punished by cutting off 
the woman’s nose or slitting her ears,

Bell. The illustrations are from plates engraved 
by Cousen, Goodall, L. Stocks, Willmore, 
Miller, Finden, and others, mostly well-known 
and beautiful examples after Turner, Martin, 
Stothard, and others of renown. These prints, 
which in their original condition were among 
the masterpieces of the English school of 
fne engraving, betray small signs of wear, 
and are much less depreciated by use than 
one would have expected. It is a choice 
volume, among the best gift-books of the year, 
and replete with beauty of both art and verse. 
Oz of the handsomest books of the kind ever 
published—the famous ‘ Picturesque Views on 
the Southern Coast of England ’—has just been 
reissued in a new version by Messrs. J. S. 
Virtue & Co., with the modified name of The 
Southern Coast of England. Both versions 
comprise prints by Miller, the Cookes, Hors- 
burgh, Wallis, Radcliffe, E. Goodall, and 
J © Allen, of views extending from 
Margate to Watchet, from drawings made by 
Tuner. With him were, in the first instance, 
‘sociated, as the original title-page aflirmed, 
certain other painters. The later version is 
now before us, in a comely form, which 
8 far more luxurious than the original, and 
embraces forty reprints of plates by the above- 
hamed engravers, after drawings by Turner only. 


Mr. Ruskin glorified these drawings in many , 


eloquent passages in ‘Modern Painters.’ Yet, 
&Xcept among connvisseurs and lovers of Turner 
fine engraving, the book is nowadays 
much more talked about than known. We 
ate, therefore, thankful for the volume 
ore us. The prints in it—one of five 
tundred of the India-paper edition—are in 


course, as engravings, of unequal merit; the 
differing powers of the Cookes, Goodall, and 
Wallis fully account for the inequality of the 
works in this respect. Mr. M. B. Huish 
has supplied a sympathetic explanatory and 
historical introduction, and the note appended 
to each plate is fully up to date. The 
volume forms a worthy companion to ‘Rich- 
mondshire’ and ‘The Seine and Loire,’ which, 
as republished in similar conditions, have 
already been introduced to our readers. 








BOOKS FOR THE NURSERY. 

Baby's Sowvenir owes its existence to Mr. 
A. O. Kaplan, who hit upon the touching idea 
that in an illustrated volume with spaces on 
its pages mammas might write ‘‘ records of 
childlife,” a sort of compendium of baby’s bio- 
graphy which would be a boon (at ten-and-six- 
pence a copy). ‘‘Baby’s First Photograph” 
and ‘*The Lock of Hair” (with a cord of silk 
to secure the same) illustrate the idea, with 
spaces for ‘‘ Its” first word, ‘‘Its ” first tooth, 
a series of autographs, and other details too 
numerous for mention. Miss F. Brondage 
has illustrated this precious tome with neat, but 
tame and faintly coloured cuts of angelic infants. 
Messrs. Dean & Son have published the book, 
and they take their function quite seriously. 
From the same publishers we have The Little 
One’s Own Beehive, with coloured cuts and little 
tales of no great account ; The Little Artist’s 
Drawing-Book, with fairly good sketches and 

aper to copy them on; Dollie’s Dinner Plate, 

binson Crusoe, Nursery Games Picture Book, 
Ali Baba, The Three Bears, and The Three Little 
Kittens, which are within an ace of being 
unmitigated rubbish, and undoubtedly garish 
and coarsely drawn and printed. — Messrs. 
Routledge issue The Pet Animals Picture-Book, 
which is crudely coloured and trivial.—Messrs. 
Warne & Co. send us Fancies Free, a book 
of coloured cuts, hardly worth half-a-crown.— 
Messrs. Griffith & Farran issue Nobody’s Busi- 
ness, in writing which Miss Edith Carrington 
' did no harm, while ‘‘ Etheline” Dell has deftly 
illustrated it with pretty cuts; A New Book of 
i the Fairies, with simple letterpress by Miss 
Harraden, and feeble, ill-drawn designs by Miss 
E. D. Lupton ; Those Children, in which Mrs. 
Helen Milman gushes about ‘‘ a new link in the 
chain of love which binds us so closely together,” 
and laboriously describes a family of little 
bores; The Pleasewell Painting Books, six in 
number, and filled with agreeable sketches ; 
Some Sweet Stories of Old, a book that calls for 
no particular remark; Granny’s Wonderful 
Chair, with various sketches by M. S. Lucas ; 
and Twice Told. Artistically speaking, Miss 
Lucas’s cuts are the best of those before us, 
and her designs are the most spirited. 











THE SOCIETY OF PAINTERS IN WATER COLOURS. 
WINTER EXHIBITION. 


Any one who has noticed how many important 
members have sent nothing to this exhibition 
will be quite prepared to learn that the present 
is one of the least excellent which we remember. 
For this the visitor finds small consolation in 
the fact that itis much more truly than usual 
an ‘*Exhibition cf Sketches and Studies,” 
such as the winter gatherings of the ‘‘Old 
Society ” were originally intended to be. The 
leading members who do not contribute are 
Messrs. Alma Tadema, G. Boyce, W. Crane, 
W. C. T. Dobson, C. Haag; H. Hardy, A. W. 
Hunt, W. H. Hunt, A. Moore, H. Moore, 
' J. W. North, F. Powell, E. J. Poynter, and 

J.D. Watson. Never before do we remember 

so many abstentions of note. A good exhibition 

could hardly be formed without the aid of most 
of these gentlemen. Besides this it is obvious 
that, with a few noteworthy exceptions, here- 
' after mentioned, the eminent members who are 








deplore the almost complete lack of -igure 
subjects. 

From a technical point of view two sets of 
studies deserve the careful attention of all who 
value art for its own sake. The first of these 
consists of eighteen studies in colours, silver-: 
point, and chalk, representing figures, heads, and 
draperies, mostly made by Mr. E. Burne Jones 
for the famous picture of ‘The Star of Beth- 
lehem,’ which is now in the public gallery 
at Birmingham, but was first shown to the 
world at the New Gallery in Regent Street a 
few months since, and some time before was 
fully described in these columns. These studies 
indicate the searching care, energetic conscien- 
tiousness, and rare technical skill of the author. 
The originality and beauty of the motives they 
embody, their characteristic style, at once 
massive and delicate, deserve much admira- 
tion. The colour of many of them is rich 
and various enough to prove that the painter 
is a colourist born who, although exercising 
himself in design and varieties of form proper 
and detail, so to say, ‘‘thinks in colour.” 
Especially noticeable are a Study of King 
Gaspar (No. 124); Study of Balthazar (125) ; 
Study of Melchior (126); the Red Chalk 
Study of a Head (374); Study of a Head in 
Chalk (375); and, above all, Study of @ 
Head in Silver - Point (380). The other 
group of studies was made by Mr. H. Wallis 
for the sumptuous volume he lately published, 
‘Persian Ceramic Art,’ as illustrated by thir- 
teenth century vessels belonging to the collec- 
tion of Mr. Godman. Felicitous and power- 
ful execution, absolute fidelity to originals of 
extraordinary difficulty, and most splendid 
colours, glowing in fiery golden or silvery reflets 
and amazing depths of tone, are the conspicuous 
qualities of these remarkable drawings. We 
select, as specially pleasing to artistic eyes, 
Persian Tile, xiii. (333); Persian Lustre Vase, 
xiii. (834); Persian Lustre Bowl, xiii. (347), 
which excels in the perfect veracity of its fore- 
shortening ; and Persian Bowl, xiii. (348), the 
worthy companion of the last. Mr. Wallis’s 
drawing of The Temple of Neptune, Pestum (18), 
standing, soft yet distinct, in the silvery glow 
of a Sicilian summer noon, amid marshy ground 
full of flowers and weeds, against a back- 
ground of purple mountains that are subdued 
in a tender haze, is very lovely in colour, and 
the effect is broad and soft. But the stupend- 
ous Doric temple loses in this fine version 
something of its sternness and that ponderous 
bulk for which it is remarkable. 

According to a laudable custom of the Society, 
the recent death of an eminent member is 
signalized by a collection of studies and draw- 
ings, viz., by Mr. P. J. Naftel. Of his eight 
works hung here we may select In the Woods, 
Pont-y-Caffyn, North Wales (2}, a pretty view 
of a rocky brook, running in bright sun- 
light between trees, which is soft, clear, 
silvery, and very neatly and deftly touched. 
His Pestwm (39) may be studied in comparison 
with Mr. Wallis’s, from which it differs con- 
siderably. No other drawing by the deceased 
member, except the very pretty On the Wharfe 
(94), calls for remark.—Mrs. Allingham’s six 
contributions are, we regret to say, hardly up 
to her mark, and confirm our opinion that by 
doing too much she is injuring her fame. A 
tendency to paint foliage too thin and trans- 
parent and a little too green cannot be over- 
looked by any of the lady’s innumerable 
admirers. Of these shortcomings Old Cottage, 
near Pinner (3), otherwise a most acceptable 
picture of an English home, is an example. Still 
it is very bright and pure. Fairy Bridge, Bun- 
doran (54), is not innocent of the lamp, and 
betrays haste. On the other hand, Springtime 
(239) is worthy of the lady’s reputation. 

A comparatively old-fashioned phase of art, 
somewhat academical and artificial, yet decidedly 
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pleasant and cultivated, is represented by the 
works of Mr. E. A. Goodall, of which we like

silvery, bright, and broad picture, in which 
brown shadows betray the influence of the lamp. 
This is even more obvious in the larger En- 
trance to the Grand Canal, Venice (11), by the 
same artist, which, apart from this defect, 
shows many agreeable and skilful features. —Mr. 
G. Clausen’s Idleness (9) possesses charms of 
colour and tone which partially redeem the un- 
couthness of the commonplace wench reclin- 
ing in the sun shadow of atree. The carnations 
here are too red and bright for the shadow in 
which they appear, and the fiesh suffers in its 
lack of those cool reflections which are constant 
in open daylight. The whiteness of the drapery 
is first rate.—Mr. T. Lloyd’s In Early Spring 
(12) is nice and delicate in many ways, while 
its thinness and mannerisms are redeemed by 
the charming figure of the lady introduced by 
the side of her lover.—Much more solid, fully 
studied, and thoroughly drawn, the Newlyn 
Quay (22) of Mr. M. Hale is capital. Its 
enamel-like softness, aérial truth, and search- 
ing drawing show the painter’s careful way of 
working..—Mr. G. H. Andrews is bright in 
light and gay in colour in the sunny and lucid 
On the Shore of the Bay of Smyrna (30); 
spirited in the plunging of his Fishing Ivgger 
before the Wind (73); while his City Quay, 
Toulon (167), is instinct with light and lively 
colours.—A contrast to it is supplied by the 
darkling twilight of Bristol (70), by Mr. A. 
Goodwin, turbid with smoke and ruddy yet 
foul glare: a capital and impressive pic- 
ture. Notice Clovelly (87) and Wells (154), 
a view of the main street, with the cathedral 
towers overlooking it. These instances are 
bright, and distinguished by beautiful draughts- 
manship. Rye (169), the calm harbour and the 
town on the hill, is firm and clear. Whitby 
(194) unites all the qualities of tite above. 
Other views of towns by him are most ably 
drawn.-—Very bright and neat is Mr. C. E. 
Fripp’s Japanese subject Praying and Playing 
(71), and the figures are spirited. —Far from the 
sunny courtyard of Kioto in spirit and in style 
is Mr. Marshall’s Lavender Wharf (75), its 
name reminding us of a river that was once 
wholesome and beautiful. It depicts with firm- 
ness and fine atmosphere the Thames on a clear 
day. Lincoln’s Inn Fields (80), a beautiful vista 
in autumn, could hardly be better in colour or 
drawing ; it is almost worthy of W. Hunt, a 
renowned street painter. Other English views 
by the same painter, who has wisely varied his 
choice of effects and subjects, are mostacceptable. 
Thirteen is none too many. 

Fresh meadows, through which a river runs, 
a grey sky of even tints, and autumnal foliage 
have supplied materials employed in various 
ways for many charming and highly artistic 
drawings by Mr. G. A. Fripp, and, owing to 
their noble breadth and silvery tones, they 
are appreciated by painters, while their deft 
draughtsmanship is prized by those who affect 
what are called Roman types in form. Among 
the best of Mr. Fripp’s contributions is Near 
Sandwich (86). Burton Pool (175), although the 
subject is very different, is equally fine, pure, 
and broad. Almost equally attractive are the 
grave On the West Coast of Scotland (324) and 
On a Sussex Common (355), themes as widely 
different as they can be.—A good architectural 
drawing of The Powltry Cross, Salisbury (92), 
will sustain Mr. 8. J. Hodson’s reputation for 
a firm touch and a proper sense of atmospheric 
values. Even better, estes it is broader and 


brighter, as befits the greater picturesqueness of 
the subject, is his Corner of the ‘‘ Ducale,” Venice 


(152). The visitor will do well to look at other 
drawings by the same artist.—Always happy in 
painting Scottish cattle and sheep, Mr. B. Brad- 
ley has been peculiarly successful in the large 
view which not unworthily occupies the place 
ef honour here, and is called A Westmoreland 





Sheep - Washing (99). 


It possesses breadth 
and softness, but there is some 


lack of 


force, of tone, and of wealth and strength of 


colour. The brown shadows on the sheep leave 
no doubt that their backs were not painted, or 
even studied, in the open air. The whole is 
whitish rather than silvery.—Improvement is 
manifest in T'revone Beach (97), by Mr. 8S. P. 
Jackson, which shows some capital rock drawing, 
and excellent sand and sea painting, with a 
true evening light. The hot shadows of the 
foreground are not acceptable, but the sentiment 
of the picture is fine and sombre.—A marsh, 
shining water, driving clouds, and a glimpse of 
a clear blue firmament have, in the sympathetic 
and deft hands of Mr. D. Murray, made a capital 
picture of The Mill Meadow, Ringwood (95), an 
example of high artistic value, which would be 
higher if its tints were cleaner.—Ben Nins 
from the Sand Dunes of Machrie (100), by Mr. 
C. B. Phillip, though rather scenic and academic, 
is large in style, simple and warm, and treats 
poetically a moorland view, with purple hills 
beyond, darkening under a rainy sky.—Mr. 
S. P. Jackson’s The Silver Thames (138) con- 
trasts strongly in subject, if not in treatment, 
with his numerous drawings of the Cornish 
coast, of which we have just mentioned a capital 
instance. We think the difference between the 
technique of each work ought to be greater than 
it is, still we admire the soft and warm colora- 
tion and tonality of No. 138—elements which 
are artistic and harmonious. It is rather 
woolly. A fine, though somewhat mannered 
work is The Sands, near Borth (181), by the 
same painter, whose best contribution of the 
year is Porth Cothan (267), which embodies 
his grandest motives in his customary way, 
and is, perhaps, the best of a long series. No 
one has suggested so sympathetically the 
mournful loneliness of these Cornish porths 
in autumnal twilight, but we are really glad, 
in several works of his now here, to find new 
motives, if not fresh methods. Still, it is hard 
to tire of the pathos and charm of those long- 
drawn ranks of waves that are slowly fall- 
ing with hollow sounds upon the sands before 
us, or to become weary of the pallid greenish 
light that fades out of the mist which half en- 
shrouds the cliffs that guard the bay, where 
echoes of the billows are like muffled voices, 
and inspired by the mystery of the sea. 
Decidedly pretty and solidly painted is Mr. 
E. R. Hughes’s ‘‘ Dealings with the Faeries” 
(108), a girl in a white dress day-dreaming, with 
a charming expression on her beautiful face.— 
Mr. A. D. Fripp in The Mewps Rocks (111) 
has not only ventured on comparatively fresh 
ground, but painted deliciously the summer sea 
weltering round huge islets of stone. His 
‘* Cornfield side a-flutter with poppies” (201) is 
noticeable for its fine harmonies of tint and tone. 
—Noteworthy for various degrees of excellence 
in their technique, and commendable because 
they stand out amid scores of commonplaces, are 
Mr. T. M. Rooke’s On the River in Lisieux (116), 
old brick houses by a canal ; Mr. A. Hopkins’s 
Low Tide, Saltwick (140); Mr. B. Foster's 
highly characteristic and neat Fisherman’s 
Cottage (149), his Rocks at Gairloch (166), and 
his bright, solid, and pretty garden scene, with 
a graceful figure of a girl in front, which is called 
The Sun- Dial (358) ; Sir J. Gilbert's Belinda 
(182), a life-size head in a black hat ; and Mr. 
E. Walker’s Westmoreland Homestead (219). 
—The Earl of Carlisle’s Study of Scotch Firs 
(271) depicts the noble trees with sympathetic 
love of their stately strength and massive 
elegance; they are drawn with exceptional skill, 
and the colour of the work is sincere and fine 
in style. The foreground is a little heavy.— 
Mr. F. Shields’s Christ and Peter (288) we have 
already praised when noticing a capital en- 
graving published by the Autotype Company. 











THE VICTORIAN EXHIBITION, NEW GALLERy, 
(First Notice.) 

Visttors to this otherwise remarkable collec 
tion must not expect anything like the his. 
torical attractions which drew thousands to the 
Tudor, Stuart, and Guelph exhibitions in the 
same rooms. In the first place the Victorian 
Exhibition includes only the dead heroes and 
notables of the present reign, and so covers 
a bare half century. Apart from this, familiarit 
with the worthies of our own age undoubted] 
induces, if not the proverbial contempt, at iin 
a certain amount of indifference to their looks 
and their achievements, of which we are already 
well informed. The portraitists, too, whose 
works adorned these walls in the former exhibj. 
tions, comprised several masters of great renown 
in artistic ages unlike our own, with whom the 
present company, except Sir J. Millais, Mr. 
Watts, and one or two more, cannot for 4 
moment be compared. It is true, likewise, that 
as a painter Mr. Watts alone, and perhaps, as a 
draughtsman, Mr. G. Richmond, are adequately 
represented on the present occasion. 

A large proportion of Her Majesty's living 
subjects have already heard more than enough 
of the wonders of the ‘‘ Victorian Era,” and its 
achievements, brilliant as they have been, pall 
upon most of us, so far as exhibitions are con- 
cerned. Nevertheless, they offered many noble 
opportunities to painters which, if this collec. 
tion he truly representative, they seem to have 
failed to take advantage of. It is, at the same 
time, not to be denied that abundance of interest 
of a sort, not intellectual nor likely to remain long 
in our memories, is likely to be aroused by the 
crowds of portraits and subject pictures which 
fill the two larger galleries. In them, never- 
theless, the proportion of fine or even toler- 
able paintings of any kind is so extremely small 
that our task in dealing with them will be easy 
indeed compared with what we had to do when 
noticing the preceding exhibitions. The dif- 
ference is greater than the circumstances we 
have touched upon Jed us to expect. That 
inferiority is not in any way, we are sure, due 
to lack of energy in the managers to whose tact 
and zeal we have owed many a delightful and 
instructive day. 

The subjects of the pictures usually, and 
rightly, form the chief attraction of historical 
collections of this sort, but the greatness of 
most of the persons represented in the chief 
rooms here is not such as to absorb the visitor's 
attention. State ceremonies are not generally 
spectacles upon which the mind dwells with 
rapture, and so far as this exhibition is con- 
cerned only Leslie and John Phillip have suc- 
ceeded in making art of them and giving to 
them vigorous pictorial expression. The 
numerous royal marriages and _ christenings 
are mostly depicted by third-rate painters, and 
although the numerous keyplates in the Cata- 
logue—a volume which, by the way, is singularly 
dull and not to be compared with that of last 
year—will enable loyal souls to rejoice in dis- 
covering who is who, the public at large is likely 
to be indifferent to most of the works them- 
selves. We look in vain on the walls where 
these pictures are hung not only for events m 
the careers of the great men whose lives have 
illustrated the Victorian era, but for their por- 
traits. 

Only a few prelates and a dean or two are, 
thanks to Mr. Richmond, to be seen on the 
walls. On the other hand, a large screen m 
the North Gallery, covered with drawings by 
the same hand, reminds the visitor that there 
have been poets, painters, scholars, and 
physicians in the Victorian era. In the same 
room a tall case comprises a veritable trophy of 
relics, a tribute to General Gordon. In the 
North Gallery, too, and in the West are several 
cases containing relics of Thackeray, Dickens, 
Turner, the Arctic voyagers, and others. | 

The authors of prose and verse, the engineers, 
the scholars who were not bishops, the artists 
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all kinds, the critics, journalists, explorers, 
and other heroes of peace, the chemists, sur- 
physicians, captains of industry, and 
other types of whole new classes whom the 
exigencies of the times have called forth, and 
who were not to be looked for in the Tudor, 
, or Guelphic periods, are relegated, no 
doubt unavoidably, to the smaller South Room ; 
put their deeds find no recognition in pictorial 
art, not a single subject picture being placed 
among what is, indeed, a wonderful collection 
of portraits fit, so far as circumstances have 
itted, to furnish a truly noble Valhalla, so 
interesting and inspiring that we wish it had 
been five times greater, and sufficient to fill 
poth the larger galleries. For the nonce we 
must be content with saying that literature is 
represented by the portrait of the late Earl of 
Crawford (No. 158), better known as Lord 
Lindsay, who wrote ‘ Sketches of Christian Art’ 
and ‘Letters from the Holy Land,’ which en- 
‘ved a considerable reputation; and Tom 
Taylor (253), not very vigorously painted by 
Mr. George Reed. Science is represented 
by Swinton’s clever, but rather fallacious 
Mary Somerville (159) in a white cap; Adam 
Sedgwick (235), in S. Laurence’s sterling 
style; C. R. Darwin (237), a somewhat ex- 
erated likeness by Mr. J. Collier; G. 
Stephenson (238), the true likeness belonging 
to the Institution of Civil Engineers ; Pickers- 
ill’s characteristic, but rather mechanical Sir 

| F. W. Herschel (239) ; M. Faraday (240), the 
engraved picture, and very good, by the same ; 
Mr. Horsley’s I. K. Brunel (246); Sir C. Lyell 
(248), a thoroughly genuine and modest picture, 
by Mr. Lowes Dickinson ; Dr. J. E. Gray, of 
the British Museum (249), by his friend Mrs. 
Carpenter ; Sir W. J. Hooker, of Kew (250), 
the best of Gambardella’s portraits that we 
know, which is not saying much for him or it ; 
Sir Charles Bell (257), by Ballantyne of Edin- 
burgh ; and Sir Benjamin Brodie (259), by Mr. 
Watts. This is a goodly list, but many more great 
men of science are not included in it. The artists 
include Sir G. Reid’s very solid and character- 
istic small bust portrait of Charles Keene (160), 
er some years ago, and true to the life ; 
’. Collins, R.A. (166), by John Linnell, a 
food and solid example, but far from being 
innell’s masterpiece, and showing, as might 
be expected, that his heart was not in his sub- 
ject; and Allan’s excellent and solid J. M. W. 
Turner, R.A, (167), in a high felt hat, and cer- 
tainly one of the best portraits of a most interest- 
ing subject. Nine-tenths of Turner’s paintings 
will share the fate of that once loveliest dream, 
‘The ‘‘Sun” of Venice going to Sea,’ of which 
only the wreck remains in the National Gallery, 
and of its much-discussed neighbour, ‘The Old 
Téméraire.’ When these masterpieces are gone 
men will turn eagerly to the portraits of the poet- 
artist whom Mr. Ruskin praised so eloquently, 
and they will obtain more satisfaction from 
Count D’Orsay’s half-caricature and Allan’s pic- 
ture before us than from the somewhat question- 
able picture named J. M. W. Turner (183), which 
Mr. Wass has lent, and on which we look with 
interest that is not diminished by our doubts of 
its veracity. Linnell’s William Mulready, R.A. 
(174), is much better and more sympathetic than 
his portrait of Collins ; J. R. Herbert’s A. W. 
Pugin (177) has not a little of the quaint per- 
versity of the painter and the architect, and is 
happy only in forcing us to prefer the eccen- 
tricities of the architect ; Boxall’s C. R. Cockerell 
(178) is good and acceptable on account of both 
sitter and artist; Sir C. L. Eastlake (182), 
by J. P. Knight, makes us wish so sincere 
and able an executant had painted more dis- 
tinguished men as wisely. Near it is Sir 
A. W. Callcott (185), by Owen, a capital 
lece of rather heavy prose. G. H. 
186) is creditable to Mr. V. Prinsep. 
James Ward, R.A. (187), has much less of self- 
slander than that powerful and singular artist 
sometimes perpetrated. Here is Sir Edwin 


Landseer (189), to whom the Catalogue unfor- 
tunately awards the dignity of ‘*P.R.A.,” 
which he had the wisdom to decline beforehand. 
In fact, he had but one vote in his favour, while 
the late Mr. George Jones had two, and East- 
lake had twenty-six. It is the well-known 
picture of the artist sketching while his dogs 
look over his shoulders, and was exhibited at 
the Academy in 1865 as ‘The Connoisseurs.’ 
John Phillip (see No. 191) painted himself with 
spirit; we should like to have seen the like- 
nesses of his friends Egg, Barlow, and Creswick. 
Simpson painted W. CU. Stanfield (194) well, but 
in needlessly prosaic fashion, and thinly. Lin- 
nell’s portrait of himself (see No. 200) is good, 
but needlessly perverse and opinionative in his 
looks. §S. Laurence’s (not Lawrence’s) W. M. 
Thackeray (206) has more in it than at first 
sight appears ; truer it could not be, but it is, 
at best, prose, and, except Mr. Watts’s one 
and only complete failure, G. C. D. Rossetti (220), 
is the last of the noteworthy group of artists 
here represented. 

Turning to the authors who were not, like 
Thackeray and Rossetti, artists as well as 
writers, we come upon FR, Chambers (164), by 
Sir J. W. Gordon ; the Rev. R. H. Barham (204 
and 236); Six H. Taylor (205), to the life, by 
Mr. Watts ; Thackeray, an interesting youthful 
portrait, by F. Stone, No. 262; Cardinal 
Archbishop Wiseman (207); E. B. Browning 
(208), by Pickersgill, a better portrait than 
we expected ; Lord Macauay (209), not quite 
satisfactory, by J. Partridge; G. Grote (210) 
and the superb Cardinal Newman (218), by 
Sir J. Millais; and, all by Mr. Watts, 7’. 
Carlyle (212), R. Browning (213), M. Arnold 
(219), J. S. Mill (227), W. Spottiswoode (230), 
and Sir A. Panizzi (233). The actors are re- 
presented by James Ward’s well-known, well- 
studied, and vigorous James Liston (175), 
—musicians and singers by G. B. M. Marto 
(176); Sir J. Benedict (180); Sir G. A. 
Macfarren (181), which is weak, but not un- 
like; F. Mendelssohn Bartholdy (184); Sir 
W. 8S. Bennett (188), a capital work of Sir J. 
Millais ; and Jenny Lind (195), not the best 
picture nor the truest likeness of her. States- 
men are fairly well shown in H. T. Prinsep (170), 
a noble Watts, and Mr. F. Madox Brown’s 
(not *‘ Browne”) H. Fawcett (263), in a group 
with his wife. A number of soldiers will be 
found in other rooms, but for the present, 
to continue in the South Gallery, we may 
mention F. Holl’s admirable Sir Herbert 
Stewart (156) and Sir G. Reid’s Sir H. 
Bartle Frere (157). A numerous miscellany 
of ladies and gentlemen of renown includes 
Mr. W. B. Richmond’s handsome Marchioness 
of Lorne, in a white dress (163) ; Sir T. Law- 
rence’s masterpiece, the original of Cousins’s 
noble mezzotint, the in every way distinguished 
Lady Peel (165), which is almost worthy to 
be ranked, as was intended, with Rubens’s 
‘Chapeau de Poil,’ now in the National Gal- 
lery ; Lowisa, Marchioness of Waterford (171), 
by Mr. Watts; Bishop Wilberforce (197), a 
capital Richmond; Archbishop Tait (201); 
J. T. Delane (215), of the Times; The Rev. 
F. D. Maurice (217) ; The Rev. T. Arnold (221), 
of Rugby ; Capt. F. Marryat (222) ; J. Kenyon 
(223) ; and Harriet Martineau (229), by various 
artists. i 

We may, before attempting to treat them at 
greater length, mention the following, which are 
in themselves works of fine art. The number 
in this exhibition that can claim to be so is very 
small: Lawrence’s Earl Grey (4), which was 
engraved by Dickinson, and last seen at the 
National Portrait Exhibition, 1868; Wilkie’s 
First Council of Her Majesty (18), a good pic- 
ture, but not so good as it ought to have been ; 
Lawrence’s Sir R. Peel (20); Mr. Watts’s grand 
Lord Lawrence (23); C. R. Leslie’s The Queen 
receiving the Sacrament (35), which shows how 
a simple and sympathetic conception and rare

(it is by far the finest example of its class 
here) ; John Phillip’s Marriage of the Princess 

al (58) ; Leslie’s Christening of the Princess 
Royal (84) ; Sir J. Millais’s admirable likeness 
and noble picture The Karl of Shaftesbury (129), 
which is second to none of his paintings ; the 
same master’s John Bright (136), a capital 
instance of the soundest art, and, in the South 
Gallery, the pictures we have already men- 
tioned—Lawrence’s Lady Peel (165); Sir J! 
Millais’s Sir W. S. Bennett (188); Mr. Watts’s 
Robert Browning (213); the brilliant Cardinal 
Newman of Sir J. Millais (218); Mr. Watts’s 
Matthew Arnold (219); his J. S. Mill (227); and 
Mr. Whistler’s Thomas Carlyle (264). These 
pictures are, as pictures, the cream of the exhi- 
bition. In the Balcony are a number of por- 
traits, some of which are meritorious as pictures, 
while many are interesting as likenesses. 








Fine-Art Gossiy, 

We, and all his friends, are glad to learn that 
Mr. Scharf, whose health has been somewhat 
uncertain and unequal of late, is decidedly 
better, and likely to continue so. 

On Thursday next, the 10th inst., being 
the one hundred and twenty-first anniversary 
of the foundation of the Royal Academy 
and a Gold Medal year, the prizes of 
the year will be publicly distributed in the 
Lecture Room, Burlington House, to the suc- 
cessful students, and Sir F. Leighton will, as 
before, address the assembly, to which visitors 
will be admitted by tickets. Of ten recipients 
of medals (three of gold and seven of silver) on 
the first occurrence of the kind, the names of 


‘John Bacon, Joseph Strutt, J. Flaxman, and 


T. Hardwick survive. On this occasion Sir 
Joshua Reynolds delivered the second of his 
famous ‘ Discourses to the Students of the Royal 
Academy,’ and, besides the R.A.s (there were 
then no Associates), Goldsmith, as Professor of 
Ancient History ; Dr. Johnson, as Professor of 
Ancient Literature ; Edmund Burke, and others 
of renown, were present. 

To-pay (Saturday) has been appointed by the 
Fine - Art Society for a private view of Mr. 
A. W. Weedon’s drawings of Kentish scenery. 
The public will be admitted on Monday next. 
‘*Some Water-Colour Drawings of Nuremberg 
and Rothenburg,” by Mr. W. Ball, will be on 
view from Monday next till Saturday week at 
Mr. Dunthorne’s Gallery, Vigo Street, Regent 
Street. Atthe Goupil Gallery Messrs. Boussod, 
Valadon & Co. have formed a collection of fine 
French and Russian bronzes from the ateliers of 
MM. Sasse Freres, of Paris, which are eminently 
well worth seeing. 

AttHoucH the new building for the National 
Portrait Gallery, in St. Martin’s Place, has 
made considerable progress, it is most desirable, 
seeing that the priceless collection it is intended 
to contain is, and has been for a long time, 
less accessible to the world at large than it 
ought to be, that no avoidable delay should be 
allowed to occur in finishing it, so that the public 
may obtain convenient use of its own property. 

THE completion, within, let us hope, about a 
year and a half, of the National Portrait Gallery 
building, brings into view the immense de- 
sirability of doing something to improve the 
architectural character of the adjoining National 
Gallery. Visitors to the Royal Academy Ex- 
hibition of the present year can hardly fail to 
have been struck with a drawing by Mr. 
Aitchison, the Professor of Architecture, which 
illustrated what he thought is most likely to 
represent the ideas of Wilkins if he had been 
allowed to carry out his views of what the gal- 
lery should be, and not worried and hampered 
by official meddling and officious interference of 
a still more deplorable sort. There is no denying 
that Mr. Aitchison’s design—for such it is— 
embodies a prodigious improvement on the 











existing fagade. Nor is it doubtful that so 
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much good could be effected at a comparatively 
small cost. Broadly speaking, Mr. Aitchison’s 
project involves a slight reduction in the height 
of the cylinder or drum on which the large 
central cupola rests, the enlargement of the 
cornice of the cylinder, and the substitution of 
square-headed blind windows for those with 
arched heads now on this cylinder. Instead of 
Wilkins’s poverty - stricken ‘‘ pepper - boxes,” 
which, at the extremities of the building, now 
strive in vain to keep the bigger ‘‘ mus‘ard-pot,” 
or central dome, in countenance, the professor 
would introduce cupolas of much larger dia- 
meter and resting upon plain drums. Instead 
of the coupled pilasters now placed on the facade 
below the ‘‘ pepper-pots,” he would have true 
porticoes of six detached columns, each as tall as 
those now under the existing pediment, and 
advanced before the line of the front. On the 
pedestals which now, in a weak way, simply 
break the line of the balustraded parapet above 
the cornice, as well as on the pedestals on each 
side of the central dome, Mr. Aitchison would 
place well-proportioned groups of statues, such 
as, no doubt, Wilkins longed for, but could not 
get. Mr. Aitchison promises more room for 
pictures and that the ground shall cost nothing. 


Messrs. H. Graves & Co. exhibit at their 
gallery in Pall Mall Mr. J. Colin Forbes’s new 
whole-length portrait of Mr. Gladstone, which, 
at an early date, is to be presented by the 
Canadian Liberals to the National Liberal Club. 

Tue Rev. Robert Scott’ Mylne, F.S.A., is 
bringing out an elaborate and handsomely illus- 
trated volume on ‘The Master Masons to the 
Crown of Scotland and their Works.’ A special 
feature of the work will be the publication, for 
the first time, of the original drawings of 
Robert Mylne, Master Mason to Charles IL., 
for the rebuilding of Holyrood Palace. The 
architectural history of many ancient churches, 
bridges, crosses, &c., in Scotland will be illus- 
trated, and the history of the master masons 
and their descendants carried down to the death 
of another Robert Mylne, the architect of 
Blackfriars Bridge, in 1811. 

Tue City Press, which is a sort of official 
organ, mentions, among other acts of impending 
destruction, the ‘‘ removal,” as it is guilelessly 
called, of the churches of St. George, Botolph 
Lane; St. Mildred, Bread Street; and All 
Hallows-the-Great, Thames Street. The churches 
of St. Michael, Wood Street ; St. Olave, Old 
Jewry; and St. Mary Magdalen, Knight- 
rider Street, are definitively doomed. Resist- 
ance to this scheme of wholesale vandalism 
being formidable so far as regards St. Mildred’s, 
that edifice has, it is said, obtained a reprieve, 
although it is likely to be short. Another plan, 
mentioned by the same authority, involves the 
destruction of the church of St. Dunstan-in- 
the-East, which was designed by Wren, and 
the union of the parish to which it belongs 
with that of All Hallows Barking. It is desir- 
able that St. Dunstan’s Church should be saved, 
if only because it contains some capital architec- 
tural features. 

Mr. W. Hoiman Hont’s picture of ‘The 
Triumph of the Innocents,’ with the circum- 
stances of the purchase of which for the Walker 
Art Gallery at Liverpool our readers are already 
acquainted, has been definitively placed in the 
Rossetti Room of that gallery. 

In the new works of the Pireeus-Athens rail- 
way station the marble head of a woman has 
been found, of gocd workmanship. It wears a 
diadem, and the features are very finely carved. 
It is thought to belong to a headless statue 
found on this site in the city a little time ago. 

As a paragraph has been going the round of 
the papers respecting certain notices of the 
works of Etienne Delaulne, collected by the 
late M. Philippe Burty and presented to the 
library of the Ecole des Beaux-Arts by Lady 
Dilke, our readers may be interested to know 
that these notices were made in preparation for 


a book on Etienne Delaulne, which was to have 

been the joint work of M. Philippe Burty and 

of Lady Dilke. It was intended to carry out 

the biography on the lines of the sketch of 

Delaulne already published in the ‘ Renaissance 

of Art in France,’ and to illustrate it with re- 
' productions of the original drawings by Delaulne 
preserved in the Bodleian Library. The cata- 
logue, to which allusion has been made as having 
been given with M. Burty’s papers to the Paris 
Library, is a critical catalogue of all the draw- 
ings by Delaulne and his school which are col- 
lected in the Oxford volume, and was prepared 
for the projected work under the supervision of 
the late Dr. Griffith, the well-known collector 
and Warden of Wadham College, Oxford. 


TxHE death is announced of Canon Straub, of 
Strasbourg, well known as an antiquary, and 
president of the Société des Monuments His- 
toriques d’Alsace. 


Tue Hestia of Athens publishes a report on 
the excavations recently executed at Eretria, 
in Euboea, under the superintendence of Dr. 
Tsoundas. More than five hundred tombs of 
different ages, ranging from the sixth century 
B.c. to the Byzantine period, have been opened. 
In a tomb of the third century B.c. was found a 
bronze mirror with two handles, of which one 
bears in relief a woman seated on a swan, to 
which she is giving water to drink out of a 
skyphos; while on the other is a woman on horse- 
back. In the same tomb was found another 
mirror having only one handle, bearing in relief 
the bust of a woman. In other tombs were 
found many vases of the fifth and fourth cen- 
turies B.c., of which the principal is a fine 
lekythos, representing in colours two women, 
with the inscription Aiyas xaAds. Other 
mirrors ornamented with fine representations 
in relief came to light in other parts of the 
necropolis. In the tomb of a girl discovered 
at a depth of 44 métres, consisting of a larnax 
of Poros stone, were found four large lekythoi 
richly adorned with figures referring to funeral 
rites, and a keramwos, of which latter we have but 
few examples left. On it are twenty-one figures 
of correct design, representing the rape of Thetis 
and nuptial scenes, with figures of Aphrodite 
and her attendants. Every figure has its name 
inscribed. The back of thekeramos is ornamented 
with the bust of a woman finely worked, and 
painted in enamel, with the hair gilded.

Sr. James’s Hatt.—London Symphony Concerts. The 
Popular Concerts. 


THE wisdom of engaging eminent solo- 
ists, vocal or instrumental, to take part in 
the London Symphony Concerts was again 
exemplified on Thursday last week, a large 
audience greeting the return of the young 
violoncellist Master Jean Gérardy. The 
work he selected was Volkmann’s Con- 
certo in A minor, a one-movement piece in 
ordinary form, effectively written for the 
solo instrument, but otherwise of no great 
interest. If the little Belgian performer 
exhibited no marked progress, his execution 
was just as wonderful as ever, and there was 
little in his playing to distinguish it from that 
of an experienced artist of fully developed 
musical sympathies. It is the constant 
evidence he affords that his heart and soul are 
in his work that constitutes the principal 
charm in Gérardy’s playing. The chief 
orchestral items in this programme were 
Beethoven’s Symphony in 4, No. 7, and

Natural talents united 
to such admirable tuition could not fail to 
yield good results, and Mlle. Szumowska’s 
first appearance at the Popular Concert last 
Saturday was an unquestionable success, 
She played Schumann’s ‘ Papillons,’ Op, 2 
and Chopin’s Ballade in G minor with much 
intelligence and even power. Possibly, how- 
ever, she had not been accustomed to an 
Erard piano, for the tone produced was 
rather hard and unsympathetic. The pro- 
gramme included Beethoven’s Quartet in 
E flat, Op. 16, for piano and strings, better 
known in its original form as a quintet for 
piano and wind instruments, and Mozart's 
Quartet in Dp minor. M. Ysaye repeated 
his splendid performance of Bach’s Prelude 
and Fugue ing@ minor; and Miss Rosina 
Brandram, chiefly known in connexion with 
the Savoy Theatre, was acceptable in songs 
by Beethoven and Schubert. 

Mile. Szumowska again appeared on 
Monday, her solo on this occasion being 
Chopin’s Sonata in 8B minor, Op. 58. Her 
playing was remarkably brilliant and almost 
unfailingly accurate, but the same hardness 
of tone was perceptible. Whether the defect 
was due to her touch or to the instrument 
we are unable to determine. M. Ysaye was 
the leader for the last time, and a magnifi- 
cent performance was secured of Schubert's 
Quartet in p minor. Beethoven’s Sonata in 
c minor for piano and violin, Op. 30, No. 2, 
and the Romance for violin, Op. 50, com- 
pleted the instrumental part of the pro- 
gramme. Mrs. Helen Trust introduced a 
pleasing old song, ‘My Days,’ by Jackson 
of Exeter, whose songs were far superior to 
his trivial sacred music, though ‘ Jackson 
in F’ was for a long period extraordinarily 
popular in the Church of England. Mrs. 
Trust also sang Massenet’s ‘ Le Crépuscule’ 
and ‘ Je sais tu,’’ in which her vocal method 
was more commendable than her French 
pronunciation.

('HAMBER concerts were numerous on Tuesday 
this week. The third programme of the Musical 
Guild at the Kensington Town Hall included 
Brahms’s Quintetin F, Op. 88 ; Mr. Henschel’s 
clever series of songs, ‘ Serbisches Liederspiel rs 
a set of three ‘Frihlingsgedanken’ for piano 
and violin, by E. Kreuz ; and Mozart’s Trio for 
Piano, Clarinet, and Viola in & flat. 

At the Princes’ Hall the first of three con- 
certs was given by Mlle. Louise Douste de 
Fortis, who was assisted by M. Réné Ortmans, 
Mr. A. Hobday, and M. Hollman. The in- 
strumental programme consisted of M. Ben- 
‘amin Godard’s Pianoforte Trio in F, Dr. 
Frubert Parry’s Partitur in p for piano and 
violin, and Brahms’s Pianoforte Quartet in 
cminor, Op. 60. 

Messrs. Hann’s third programme at the 
Brixton Hall included Dvorak’s String Sextet 
in a, Op. 48; Rubinstein’s Sonata in p for piano 
and violoncello, Op. 18 ; and Schubert’s Trio in 
gflat, Op. 99. The vocalists were Miss Eleanor 
Rees and Mr. Turner Doyll. 

Bacn’s Italian Concerto, Beethoven’s Thirty- 
two Variations in c minor, and Schumann’s 
Sonata in F rr minor, Op. 11, were the 

incipal items in the programme of Mlle. Klee- 
a's second recital at the Princes’ Hall on 
Wednesday afternoon. They were all played 
with much spirit, but the rendering of the 
sonata was a little too French to be wholly 
satisfying. 

On the evening of the same day Mr. and Mrs. 
Max Heinrich gave the second of their three 
recitals at the Steinway Hall. Besides a number 
of high-class songs, which were excellently ren- 
dered by both artists, the programme included 
Rubinstein’s Sonata in a minor for piano and 
violin, and Schubert’s Fantasia in c, Op. 15, 
the latter receiving a fine interpretation at the 
hands of Mr. Schénberger. M. Sauret was the 
violinist. 

WE regret to learn the death of Herr Robert 
Heckmann, which occurred at Glasgow on Mon- 
day last. After playing on the 18th ult., the 
illness from which he was already suffering 
increased rapidly. As leader of the celebrated 
Heckmann Quartet, which has been received 

with much favour both in England and Scot- 
land, Herr Heckmann was a familiar figure in 
our concert-rooms. His style was broad and 
vigorous rather than brilliant. Recently he 
was appointed leader of the new orchestral 
institute in Bremen, and had given proofs of 
his skill in that capacity. He was only forty- 
two years of age. 


Smr CHartes Hatze observed the centenary 
of Mozart’s death at his usual Thursday concert 
at Manchester this week. The programme con- 
sisted of the Requiem, the ‘ Jupiter’ Symphony, 
the Pianoforte Concerto in bp minor, the ‘ Zau- 
berfléte ’ Overture, and vocal pieces, the singers 
engaged being Miss Fillunger, Miss Hilda Wii- 
son, Mr. Piercy, and Mr. Watkin Mills. 

OnE of the most interesting events of the 
season will be the first performance in this 
country of Cornelius’s opera ‘The Barber of 
Bagdad,’ by the pupils of the Royal College of 
Music on Wednesday next. 


So many apocryphal statements are constantly 
being made as to the profits reaped by Frau 
Cosima Wagner from the Bayreuth perform- 
ances that it may be as well to state, which we 
do on the highest authority, that the master’s 
widow has never obtained any personal benefit 
from the festivals. Whenever there is a profit 
it is added to a reserve fund for further pro- 
ductions from time to time. Thus the sum of 
16,000/. was spent on ‘Tannhauser’ last July, 
and the total outlay for the season exceeded the 
receipts by 1,000/. 

Tue dates of next year’s Bayreuth perform- 


ances are now fixed. ‘ Parsifal’ will be given 
on July 21st and 28th, and on August Ist, 4th, 
8th, 11th, 15th, and 17th ; ‘Tristan und Isolde’ 
on July 22nd and 29th, and on August 5th and 
18th ; ‘Tannhiuser’ on July 24th and August 
7th, 12th, and 20th ; and ‘Die Meistersinger ’ 
on July 25th and 31st, and on August 14th and 
21st. 
We have received the Mozart centenary 
number of the Musical Times, containing newly 
written essays, and extracts from various works 
on the great composer, numerous portraits and 
views of Salzburg, facsimiles of Attwood’s har- 
mony exercises as corrected by Mozart, &c.

STEELE’S ‘CONSCIOUS LOVERS’ AND THE 
PUBLISHERS. 


STEELE’s most successful play, ‘ The Conscious 
Lovers,’ was first acted on November 7th, 1722, 
and was published by Tonson on December Ist, 
with the date 1723 on the title-page. The pub- 
lication was at once followed by a threat of 
piracy, which compelled Tonson to appeal to 
the Court of Chancery; and the records of 
the proceedings supply us with some interest- 
ing particulars (Chancery Pleadings, Winter, 
1714-58, No. 690; Chancery Decrees, 1722s, 
30, 33, 114). 

Jacob Tonson, citizen and _ stationer of 
London, stated in his bill that Steele, being 
willing to dispose of the copy of a comedy called 
‘The Conscious Lovers’ (which he had com- 
posed some time since), and of the sole right 
and benefit of printing and disposing of it for 
the future, had entered into treaty with Tonson, 
and by deed poll dated October 20th, 1722, in 
consideration of the sum of 401. therein named to 
be (as in truth it was) paid him by Tonson, and 
for other valuable considerations, had granted 
and sold to Tonson and his assigns the copy of 
the comedy and the sole right and title to it. 
By virtue of this assignment and of the Act, 
8 Anne, for the encouragement of learning by 
vesting the copies of printed books in the 
authors or publishers of such copies during the 
times therein mentioned, Tonson became en- 
titled to the copy of the comedy and to the sole 
right of printing and selling the same and all 
future editions for fourteeen years. And soon 
afterwards he caused his title to the play to be 
entered in the Register Books of the Company 
of Stationers, as was usual, and as the Act 
directed. Since then Tonson had printed many 
thousand copies, and sold a good part of them 
at reasonable and moderate prices ; and he had 
hoped that no one else would print the play. 
But he found that Francis Clifton, Robert 
Tooke, John Lightbody, and Susanna Collins, 
printers, had entered into a confederacy to 
defeat his rights, and had procured or bought 
one of the printed copies of the comedy, and 
had caused several hundred copies to be printed 
without consent. They intended to publish and 
sell these copies on the following Monday, ac- 
cording to public notice which they had given ; 


Robert Tooke, the only defendant who seems 
to have made any answer, admitted that the 
facts stated by Tonson might be true, for aught 
he knew ; but he denied that he ever bought 
or caused to be bought any printed copy of the 
play for the intent or purpose alleged ; or that 

e printed or caused to be printed any copies 
without Tonson’s consent, or with intent to 
publish them ; or that he intended to print, 
publish, or sell any copies; or that he ever 
gave public notice that he intended so to do. 
He knew nothing of the facts stated by Tonson, 
except by common fame, until he saw Tonson’s 
vexatious bill. He denied any confederacy. 

The names of Tooke and Lightbody were not 
in the plaintiff's bill originally, but on Decem- 
ber 3rd Tonson was allowed to amend his bill 
by adding them as defendants. On December 
8th an order was granted by the Lord Chan- 
cellor restraining the defendants from printing, 
selling, or disposing of the play until the follow- 
ing Tuesday, when the plaintiff could move as he 
was advised ; and on the 11th, upon the show- 
ing of the Attorney-General, an injunction was 
granted until the defendants answered Tonson’s 
bill. There seems: to be no trace of further 
proceedings. I have not found in the news- 
papers of the day any advertisement announc- 
ing the pirated edition of which Tonson com- 
plained. 

We know from Lintot’s account-books, printed 
in Nichols’s ‘ Literary Anecdotes,’ that in Feb- 
ruary, 1718, Lintot entered into an agreement 
with Tonson to be equally concerned in all 
plays they should buy after eighteen months 
following the date of the agreement. Accord- 
ingly, on March Ist, 1722, Lintot agreed to pay 
251. for the half of Steele’s comedy that was to 
be published ; and on October 26th there was 
an assignment of the half of ‘The Conscious 
Lovers,’ for 70/. The amount Tonson paid 
Steele for the copyright, according to the 
Chancery pleadings, ‘was 401.

It is a bustling, ingenious, 
brightly written farce, seeming more than once 
as if it were going to be risky, but remaining 
innocent. Mr. Wyndham’s performance of the 
hero, a man with an overmastering affection for 
every pretty woman he comes across, is, in its 
way, unequalled. Like most actors who have 
played a character some hundreds of times, he 
over-accentuates it. In spite of this defect it is 
the most airy, volatile, and whimsical perform- 
ance we can recall. It overflows with animal 
spirits and impetuosity, and is, in fact, irresis- 
tible. Mr. Blakeley reappears as Mr. Vander- 
pump, and Miss Mary Moore plays a juvenile 
part. In other respects the cast is not specially 
noteworthy. 


‘Mrs. M.P.’ is the title of an adaptation by 
Mr. Hermann Vezin of ‘Kanonenfrutter,’ a 
three-act farce of Herr Julius Rosen, which was 
produced on Tuesday afternoon at the Opéra 
Comique. It is a fairly well-written piece, with 
some amusing equivoke, and a plot too childish 
for description. The hero, a young journalist, 
Mr. Vezin played in very capable style. The 
piece was received with favour. With it was 
given ‘A Breach of Promise,’ a comedietta in 
one act by Miss Mabel Freund-Lloyd. In this 
Miss Eleanor Bufton reappeared after a long 
absence from the stage.
